» Washington, March 6.—(Spectal.)—The 
appropriation for the federal prison at At- 
janta ie one of the items of the civil bill, 
all reports to the contrary notwithstanding. 
The amount was put on the appropriation 
bill by the house committee, and was not 
disturbed by either the house or senate 
when the bill was finally passed. Howev- 
er, since the adjournment the impression 
appears to have arisen that the appropria- 
tion had in some way failed. That im- 
pression came from errors in the transmis- 
sion of telegrams here. 

Attorney General Griggs stated to a mem- 
ber of the Georgia delegation today that 
he had not yet decided when he will visit 
Atlanta to inspect the sites tendered the 
government for a fedéral prison, say’ng 
that there was no immediate hurry for 
making the selection. 

In the conversation the attorney gcneral 
laid some stress upon the weather now 
prevailing and sald he thought it would 
be better to wait until it had cleared some- 
what,.as the land to be looked over would 
necessitate rides into the country, proba- 
bly over bad roads. . 

Failure to fix a date for his coming to 
Atlanta may be said to be due wholly to 
the attorney general's desire not to expose 
himself to the fury of March winds. 

The amount of money first ready for dis- 
bursement under the act authorizing the 
erection of a federal prison at Atlanta is 
$300,000. This sum was voted by both the 
house and the senate, and will be forth- 
coming whenever the proper vouchers are 
presented for its use. 

Will Shortly Inspect Sites. 


The necessity for a federal prison in the 
south has grown more and more apyarent 
to those departments ‘nterested in that 
work, as the investigation into the situa- 
tion progresses, and that Attorney General 
Griggs will not long delay his coming to 
Atlanta is an easy prediction. From the 
three sites tendered he will be able, easily, 
te make a sélection, and with his report 
the imitial work will have been begun prac- 
tically. It is the intention of the depart- 
ment to make the Atlanta prison the best 
in the country. Its every detail will 
eclipse any of the federal prisons now 
maintained by the government, and when it 
shall have been completed it will be for 
‘years to come a model for all prisons the 
country over. Nothing that could have 
improved the work, when it shall have 
been completed, will be missing when the 
builders turn the property over to the gov- 
ernment. This much one of the employees 
of the government who has been connected 
with that department for years has said to 
Colonel Livingston. 

The supervising architect of the treas- 
ury, Mr. Taylor, already has taken up the 
subject of the construction of the public 
buildings authorized at the last session of 
congress, and will expedite the preliminary 
work as much as possible. It is expected 
before the end of the present month all of 
the sites will have been advertised for, and 
in those cases where the sites are named in 
the act the initiatory steps will be taken 
at once to secure the titles, either by pur- 
chase or by condemnation. 

Georgia Gets Three Lieutenants. 

Under the apportionment made by the 
war department, Georgia will have three of 
the . second lieutenants. to be appointed to 
€o with the increase in the regular army, 
provided by the army bill. It is *:nder- 
stood that the president has promised to 
appoint Fleming duBignon’s son to one of 
thees places and Lewis Garrard, Jr., to an- 
other.

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JOSEPHINE KIPLING DIES.

Father Is Still Improving, but Knows 


Nothing of His Daughter’s 
Death. 


New York, March 6.—Josephine Kipling, 
the six-year-old daughter of Rudyard Kip- 
ling, and the oldest of his three children, 
died shortly after 6 o’clock this morning 
from pneumonia. The child’s death took 
place at the home of Miss Julia De Forest 
in this city. Miss De Forest is a friend of 
the Kiplings and Josephine had been taken 
to her home so that she could be nursed 
apart from her father. The girl became ill 
the day after Mr. Kipling took to his bed. 
The doctors discovered that the disease was 
the same as that which brought her father 
to death’s door. She had all the attention 
and all the skill] employed to save the life 
of her father. Dr. Conland, the Kipling fam- 
ily physician, came down from Brattleboro, 
Vt., and with Dr. Janeway succeeded in 
warding off the evil effects of the disease 
until today. 

Elsie, the three-year-old daughter of the 
author, who is sick in an out of the way 
apartment in the hotel, is doing nicely, ac- 
cording to the report of Mr. Doubleday. 

In all probability the body of little Jose- 
phine will be taken to the KipHng home in 
Vermont for burial, but no definite arrange- 
ments have yet been made. It was decided 
not to inform the author of his child’s death 
for several] days. 

It was said at the hotel this morning that 
Mrs. Kipling has not been allowed in her 
husband’s room for nearly a week, notwith- 
standing the general understanding that 
she has been at his bedside daily. 

The following bulletin was issued at 2:30 


p. m.: 

“Mr. Kipling has done well during the last 
twenty-four hours. Now that resolution is 
almost complete he thas some discomfort 
from the more free management of the 
lungs due to the greater rubbing of the 
inflamed pleure. This is very common ac- 
companiment to pneumonia. The next bulle- 
tin will not be issued until Wednesday.—E. 
G. Janeway, Theo Dunham.”’ 


WON’T STAND FOR CUBAN BONDS. 


‘United States Will Not Guarantee Any 


Obligations by the Assembly. 
Washington, March 6—The Associated 
Press is authorized to state that under no 
condition will the government of the United 
States consent to recognize in any manner 
any financial obligations issued by the so- 
called assembly of the Cuban army now in 
seSsion near Havana. 

Should that body see fit to authorize the 
issue of any bonds for any purpose the 
government of the United States will not 
be led into guaranteeing them and they 
must stand on their own resources in that 
matter. 


SHIPPING FLAG NOT RECOGNIZED 


North Carolina Soldier in Cuba badly 


Cut and Stabbed. 

Havana, March 6.—During a general fight 
On Saturday night among the men gf com- 
pany E, First North Carolina regiment, Pri- 
vate Frank James, of Statesboro, N. C., 
was badly cut with a knife and stabbed in 
the back with a bayonet. Private Duck- 
worth has been confined in the regimental 
guardhouse charged with the stabbing. 
James will recover. 

Colonel Tasker H. Bliss, the secretary 
here of the treasury department, has issued 
a statement that the United States consular 
agents are unable to obtain recognition or 
protection in foreign ports for the blue and 
white flag recently designed for Cuban ship- 
pping and he warns Cuban shipmasters not 
to proceed to foreign ports flying this flag. 


SANTIAGO IS STILL MOUTHING. 


United States Authorities at Havana 


Are Being Roundly Criticised. 

Santiago de Cuba, March 6.—Today orders 
were received from Havana directing the 
payment of provincial officials, but these 
orders do not affect the 2,000 laborers out 
of work nor meet the fact that the public 
works already initiatéd are suffering large- 
ly from lack of prosecution. 

Civil Governor Castillo, as a precaution 
against a possible disturbance, has sent 
word to the working gangs that they should 
Stay where they are for the present, as in 
all probability they will have orders to 
return to work in the course of two or 
three days, 

Thus far there have been no public meet- 
ings on the subject, but at the clubs and 
cafes the United States authorities at Ha- 
vana are very sharply criticised for a

TEXAS STANDS BY BAILEY. 


LEGISLATURE ADOPTS RESOLU- 
TION INDORSING CONGRESSMAN. 


General Wheeler Finds a Champion 
on the Floor of the Lone Star 
State House. 


Austin, Tex., March 6.—There was a live- 
ly discussion in the house this afternoon 
.over a resolution offered by Representative 
Wooten indorsing the action of Congress- 
man Bailey in protesting against the seating 
of Congressman Joseph Wheeler. 
Representative Tarviver was recognized 


and protested against the adoption of the 


resolution, saying that while he had a great 
personal admiration for Bailey, he saw no 
reason why his political future, anent the 
United States senatorial race two years 
hence, should be boosted to the detriment 
of gallant old Joe Wheeler, who went to 
the front in the interests of his country. 

Representative Bailey, from DeWitt, 
spoke in favor of the resolution, saying that 
Bailey was a patriot in fighting for the 
sound principle of democracy and the peo- 


ple of the south and the press had sound-_ 


ed their approval of his course and the 
legislature should do likewise. 

Mr. Kittrei regretted exceedingly that 
the possibility of Bailey being a candidate 
for United States senator two years hence 
should be dragged into the discussion at 
this time, when it was decidedly out of 
Place and not at all in keeping with the 
sentiment of the resolution. 

After some further discussion, the house 
adopted the resolution by a viva voce vote. 


QUAY MAY QUIT THE RACE. 


Rumor Has It That Senator Will With- 
draw in Favor of Colonel Huff. 
Harrisburg, Pa., March 6.—There are ru- 


mors current here tonight that Seantor 
Quay will withdraw before the close of the 
present week, and that Colonel George F. 
Huff, of Greensburg, will be chosen his 
successor in the United States senate. 
Senator Quay’s managers ridicule these 
reports and insist that under no condi- 
tions will h® withdraw. They say their 
lines are intact, and rumors of further de- 
fections in their ranks are absurd. 


SENATOR JONES HAS A RELAPSE. 


' Arkansan Attempts To Attend to Busi- 


ness and Is Now Made Worse. 

Washington, March 6.—After improving 
steadily for about ten days, Senator J. K. 
Jones, of Arkansas, this afternoon had 
a recurrence of his trouble, the paroxysm 
lasting something over an hour. Tonight 
he is resting easily and is free from pain. 

His physician attributes the attack today 
to the senator. exerting himself in trying 
to attend to some pressing matter, @nd 
has issued positive instructions that no one 
shall be allowed to see him for an indefi- 
nite period. 

The doctor has also directed that no 
mail or telegrams be permitted to reach the 
senator, tn the hope that absolute quiet 
and rest may bring ‘permanent relief. 


CHOATE SLEEPS AT WINDSOR. 


United States Ambassador Is Dined 
by Queen Victoria. 

London, March @—The ‘United States 
ambassador, Joseph Choat, and Mrs. Choat 
proceeded this afternoon to Windsor, and 
slept the night at the castle. Royal car- 
riages awaited Mr. Choate and his party 
at Windsor station and conveyed them to 
the castle, where Lord Salisbury intro- 
duced Mr. Choate to the queen. 


FAYNE MOORE’S MOTHER SICK.

WILL SEND MONEY TO CUBA. 


Three Million Dollars Will Be Trans- 


ferred To Pay Insurgent Troops.! 

Washington, March 6.—The war depart- 
ment is now making arrangements for ship- 
ping to Cuba the $3,000,000 asked for by 
General Bfooke for paying off the Cuban 
army. 

The money will be shipped the latter part 
of the week from New York and two or 
three paymasters will be detailed to take 
charge of the money and accompany it, 
turning it over to General Brooke's posses- 
sion and probably attending to details of 
the payment to the proper authorities on 
part of the Cubans. 

The vessel to carry it has not yet been 


selected. 


NOT ENOUGH MEN TO MAN SHIPS. 


Navy Will Not Have Sailors for the 
Kearsarge and Kentucky. 
Washington, March 6.—The officials of 
the navy department are feeling grateful 
for the small measure of relief extended 
‘by congress tn the increase of the force 
of enlisted men, though the total is still 
inadequate under sound practice for the 

needs of the navy. 
Congress authorized the increase of the 
force to 17,5 men. Last Saturday there 


were in io navy 17,911 men.

The officials think they can contrive to 
get along for the present with 17,500 men 
and while they will not be under the nec- 
essity of putting out of commission any of 
the larger ships now in active service, 
they will be left absolutely without pro- 
vision for manning the big battleship, Kear- 
sarge and Kentucky and thecruiser Alba- 
ny, now nearly completed. 

The department will be obliged in order 
to man these ships, which the government 
is bound to take off the contractors hands 
as soon as they are completed, to put 
some ships out of commission.

FORCE 1S CONSIDERED SUFFICIENT 


Soldiers, Sailors and Marines in the 
Archipelago Make a Strong Ar- 
ray, Backed by : Admiral 
Dewey’s Big Fleet of 
Warships. 


March 6.—There .jis some 


reason to expect important news from 
Manila within the next fortnight. It has 
developed that General Otis has practically 
completed his plans for a grand onslaught 
on the insurgents which is expected to de- 
prive them of offensive power at least. It 
is probable that he will form a large part 
of his force into columns, as soon as his re- . 
enforcements are all at hand, and will push 
these in paralle] lines through the jungles, 
clearing out the insurgents in every direc- 
tion as the troops go forward. 

The American troops are getting restiess 
and nervous under the petty, but anncying 
sharpshooting of the Filipinos, and-are so 
anxious to put a stop to this that General 
Otis has yielded to their desire. 

Forty-one thousand officers and men of 
the commissioned army and navy forces 
comprise the approximate tota: American 
strength now at, en romte and under orders 
for service at the Philippine islands. No 
further re-enforcements are now in con- 
templation. The forces of the two services 
already stationed {n and about the archi- 
pelago consists of twenty regiments of in- 


fantry, one engineer battalion, seven troops 
of cavalry and eleven tteries of artillery,

Nineteen vessels” with an aggregate af 297 
officers, 2,,990 men asid 288 marines make up 
the naval contingent. This is exclusive of 
the hospital ship Solace, with 162 officers 
and men, all told, which is constantly pass- 
ing back and forth from Manila. There are 
about 4,800 army re-enforcements on the 
way to Manila, making as fast progress as 
possible, and there are, roughly, 7,500 men 
in the force under orcers to proceed to the 
Philippines. 

Vessels Under Dewey’s Flag. 

The following vessels are now at Manila 
or at Hong Kong under the command of 
Admiral Dewey: Baltimore, Bennington, 
Boston, Buffalo, Callao, Charleston, Con- 
cord, Culgoa, Don Juan de Austria, Helena, 
Isla de Luzon, Isla de Cuba, Manila, Monad- 
nock, Monocacy, Olympia, Petrel, Monterey 
and Yorktown. 

These vessels carry 297 officers, 2,990 saflors 
and 258 marines. The Solace does not re- 
main at Manila. The Castine and Princeton 
are now on their way through the Red sea 
to join Admiral Dewey, and the Oregon and 
the Iris are traveling through the Pacific 
to the same destination. 

These vessels will add to the naval force 
at Manila 59 officers, 739 men and 84 marines. 
The captured ships Don Juan de Austria, 
Isla de Luzon and Isla de Cuba are not 
availabie for immediate service, as they are 
in need of repairs. The Solace has taken 
out a number of recruit, and with these the 
Isla de Luzon will be manned. The: Wheel- 
ing will join the Manila fleet, but is not 
to be counted as being available in the im- 
mediate future. 

The regular troops now in the Philippine 
isiands under command of Major General 
Otis consist of the following: 

The Fourteenth United States infantry, 
Eighteenth United States infantry, Twen- 
tieth United States infantry, which has but 
recently arrived there, consisting of 41 offi- 
cers and 1,218 men; Twenty-second United 
States infantry and Twenty-third United 
States infantry;. a battalion of United 
States engineers; companies C, E, G, I, K 
and L, of the Fourth United States cavalry; 
batteries G, H, K and L, of the Third 
United States artillery, and batteries D and’ 
G, Sixth United States artillery. 

Most of the volunteer forces already in 
the field, and most of whom have borne the 
brunt of the engagements with both the 
Spanish army on the islands, and more re- 
cently the Filipinos, have been there since 
the beginning of the American occupancy of 
the islands. They comprise fifteen regi- 
ments of infantry, one troop of cavalry and 
five batteries of artillery, as foliows:

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| COURT OF INQUIRY GOES WEST. 


ONLY ONE WITNESS HEARD BY 
THE BOARD YESTERDAY. 


Ninth Infantry Lieutenant Asserts 
That the Beef Made the Men 
Sick. 


| Washington, March 6.—The war depart- 
ment court of inquiry held a brief session 
today, the last before their. start for the 
| west, where the members will inspect the 
packing plants of Chicago, Omaha and 
Kansas City, 

There was but one witness examined, 
Lieutenant Frederick L. Munson, Ninth in- 
fantry. He raid that during his service 
in Cuba, up to the surrender of Santiago, 
his command had as a meat component of 
the ration bacon and canned roast beef in 
the proportion of about ten days of the 
former to fifteen days of the latter. Until 
the surrender he received no complaints 
of the canned roast beef, but after the 
6urrender. his commissary sergeant report- 
ed to him that something was making the 
meén very sick. They did not know what 
it was, but thought it something they had 
eaten. After eliminating every other fac- 
tor that they could think of, they conclud- 
ed it must be the canned beef. He ordered 
the cooks to try fixing up the meat in 
stews with hardtack and tomatoes, but it 
seemed to make no difference. The men 
continued sick. On the voyage home they 
still had.canned roast beef, but the men 
did not eat it. He tried to turn it into 
the commissary at Montauk, but the com- 
missary would not receive it. Of the re- 
frigerator beef, witness said the principal 
objection to it was that it was spoiled 
before the men received it. He was obliged 
to condemn his whole consignment of re- 
frigerator beef through this. The health 
of the men. remaingd good till about two 
weeks before leaving, when the command 
broke down all in a bunch. His command 
was the headquarters provost guard, made 
up of old and picked men. They were not 
the sort to complain of anything till they 
had reached the very limit of endurance. 
The sickness was almost entirely bowel and 
stomach trouble. 

This wound up the taking of testimony in 
Washington. The court adjourned to meet 
in Chicago on Thursday. 


CONFESSION IN ADAMS CASE. 


Gallagher, Clerk in . Knickerbocker 
Athletic Club, Has a Say. 

New York, March 6.—There was a rumor 
current today that Felix J. Gallagher, for 
whom Molineux obtained a position as a 
elerk in the Knickerbocker Athletic Club, 
had made a confession. 

Assistant District Attorney McIntyre 
stated he had heard of no confession. 

It .was also stated that Gallagher had 
given some important data to Captain Mc- 
Clusky in connection with the case which 
will greatly assist the prosecution in bring- 
ing ‘the case to its climax at the inquest. 


CORONER STILL INVESTIGATING. 


The Killing of Thomas Pinckney at 
Charleston. 

Charleston, 8. C., March 6.—(Snecial.)— 
The coroner's inquest into the killing of 
Thomas Pinckney, Jr., 
afternoon and finally adjourned over again 
until tomorrow. Some of-the evidence ad- 
duced went to discredit the testimoriy taken 
last week. One witness testified that young 
Henry Bardin was down town on the night 
of the killing at 11:30 o’clock, while Bardin 
said last week he was at home by 9:45 
p. $m. Bardin also testified that 
Pinckney had a gash in the head when 
found, which bled profusely. The under- 
taker who handled the body sali there was 
a bruise, but no cut. 

The mystery appears to pe crowing in- 
stead of clearing, and it is s2id that the j-o- 
lice and the detectives have been called off. 
Mayor Smyth today, however, off >red a re- 
ward of $300 for the arrest of the gvilty 
parties. ,; 

The public still refuses to accept the 
theory that Pinckney was killed by foot- 
pade, and startling sensations are [c'ng 
talked of. The solution of ihe myscery was 
not in sight when the inquest aljowred 
this afternoon. A great many more wit- 
nesses are to be examined 2t tie inquest 
and it may continue through. the week. 


WOODRUFF FILES HIS SUIT. 


Claims That His Wife Used Every 
Means To Get His Money. 
Nashville, Tenn., March 6.—~Spezial.)j— 
John J. Woodruff today filed a bill against 
his wife, Nora Woodruff, who is under life 
sentence to the penitentiary for murder- 
ing her stepson, her alleged daughter, Myr- 
tle, seeking to have certain tes"'monvy per- 
petuated. Woodruff claims that his wife, 
whom he married in Louisville, has disap- 
peared for two or three days at a time on 
two occasions, and reappeared with an in- 
fant which she claimed as her own, not- 
withstanding she is sixty-four years oid. 
Woodruff is worth $7,000. to $10,000, which 
he fears will go to Myrtle Woodruff un- 
less evidence that she is not his lawful 
heir is secured at an early date. I]t was 
the theory of the state-in the murder trial 
that Mrs. Woodruff undertook to futnish 
an heir to Woodruff’s property, and ki:led 
his little son with the intention cf send- 
ing the old man after him had sho not 
been discovered. The murder case has’ 
been appealed to the supreme court, and

REFINED SUGARS NOW ADVANCE 


One-Eighth of a Cent Per Pound Is the 
: Increase in Price. 

New York, March 6—An all-round ad- 
vance in the price of refined sugars was 
made today by the American Sugar Re- 
fining Company, Arbuckle Brothers and 
Howell, Son’& Co., the last named firm rep- 
resenting the independent refiners. 

The advance is %c per pound, bringing 
barrels of sugar up to 5 1-8 and package su- 
gar 5% cents.

Berlin, March 6.—A high official of the 
German navy department has informed the 
correspondent of the Associated Press that 
the appointment of Prince Henry of Prus- 
sia, brother of Emperor William, to the 
command of the east Asiatic squadron 
has been considered for months past and 
was finally decided upon as being the most 
available, the emperor desiring to show 
the American people that he is thoroughly 
friendly to them, knowing that Prince Hen- 
ry is popular in the United States. 

When the official referred to was aslted 
whether the appointment was equivalent 
to the disgrace of Admiral von Diedriechs, 
he said: : 

“Not exactly. If Admiral von Diedrichs 
had shown tact last summer before Manila 
it would undeniably have been productive 
of good results all round. Our govern- 
ment, unfortunately, was advised too late 
of a number of occurrences before Manila, 
none of which were really important, Lut 
they showed give want of tact upon Ad- 
miral von Diedrichs’s part. The main trou- 
ble was that Admiral von Diedrichs was in- 
sufficiently informed regarding internation- 
al naval usages in such a delicate situa- 
tion. Consequently he continued naval 
movements, drill and searchlight practice 
as if elsewhere than in a blockaded port, 
thus arousing distrust on the part of Amer- 
icans.’’ 

The above is important as being the 
first German official admission that there 
has been trouble between Germans and 
Americans in Manila bay. 

The first regularly appointed German na- 
val attache at Washington, Von Rebeur 
Peschwitz, starts for New York tomorrow 
on board the North German Lloyd steamer 
Lahn, which sails from Bremen.

HEIRS REPUDIATE STAMP TAX. 


United States Supreme Court Asked To 
Pass Upon New Law. 
Washington, March 6.—In the United 
States supreme court today the solicitor 
general moved to advance thé hearing of 
the ease of Shirley T. and Jesse High vs. 
Frederick E. Coyne, collector of internal 
revenue at Chicago. The motion was taken 

under advisement. 

The case involves the constitutionality of 
the portion of the war revenue act levy- 
ing a tax upon inheritances. Tho estate in 
question is that of the late James L. High, 
of Chicago, who died last October leaving 
an estate valued at $215,000. His children, 
Shirley T. High and Jesse M. High, each 
received, by bequest, a third of the estate, 
the other third going to their mother. The 
government tax under the law in question 
amcunts to $2,000, and they have resisted 
payment on the ground that the law is 
discriminative and therefore antagonistic 
to the constitution, Their allegations in de- 
tail are as follows: 


A.—That the tax in question is a direct 
tax upon the jegacies in question, both in 
legal effect and by the express terms of the 
act and is not apportioned by said act 
among the states according to population, as 
required by the constitution. 

B.—That if it be an indirect tax it is not 
uniform in its operations, for the reason 
that it exempts from its operation all lega- 
cies under the value of $10,000. 

C.—That the right of inheritance, if it be 
@ tax upon the privilege of inheriting, is 
within the exclusive power of the states to 
grant and regulate and is not subject to 
abridgement or taxation by the general gov- 
ernment. 

The case is an important one as it involves 
@ tax upon all estates valued at-more than 
$10,000. The court intimated ihat the case 
would be heard during the preSent term, 
though no positive assurance was given to 
this effect. 


THEY FELL INTO FURNACE. 


Horrible Death of Two Men Near Bir- 
mingham, Ala. 

Birmingham, Ala., March 6.—(Special.)— 
Joseph Schmidt, a German carpenter, and 
Brooks Hall, a colored furnace laborer, 
met a horrible death today by {falling into 
a furnace at Thomas, near here. The men 
were in a little car used in handling raw 
material for the furnaces and rode up the 
long incline to the top. There was a green 
hand at the top and the car rolled off {nto 


bottom of the furnace, a distance of about 
one hundred feet. The furnace wae not in 
blast, but death was instantaneous, the 
bodies of the men being horribly bruised, 
Both were married, Schmidt leaving a wife 
and four daughters.

Manila, March 6.—The rebels have been 
concentrating in the vicinity of the reser- 
voir.

Two men were wounded, but the Or- 
egonians held their ground under a heavy 
fire until the remainder of the company, as- 
sisted by two é¢ompanies of the First Ne- 
braska regiment, flanked the enemy, killing 
thirty and wounding several more. 

Two battalions of the Twentieth regular 
infantry have re-enforced General Hale's 
brigade. 

All the native huts have been destroyed at 
Mariquina, and the country there is pretty 
well cleared, but the rebels were returning 
in smail bodies at sundown.

OVER TWENTY MILES 


Saturday Night's Hurricane in, Bast Ten- 
‘posses Was Appalling. 


HALF OF TOWN SWEPT AWAY 


Everything in the Storm’s Path Was 
Utterly Destroyed. 


BARNS AND HOUSES WERE DEMOLISHED 


Miss Willie Erwin’s Recovery Now 
Seems Impossible, While Mrs. 
Horton’s Condition Is Serious. 


Knoxville, Tenn., March 6.—The Madison- 
ville storm horror is even greater than was 
at first reported. The section devastated by 
the terrible hurricane of Saturday night 
las been visited by thousands today. It is 
the universal verdict that never. in the 
history of east Tennessee hes sueh an event 
been known. It not only swept away @ 
goodly portion of the little city, but did in- 
estimable damage to much fire timber land. 

The tornado extended twenty miles, com- 
mencing near Jellico junction and continu- 

ing to @ point twelve miles north of Madi- 
’ gonville. It ‘s belicved it made a direct 
course, taking everything in its path. It 
so happened, however, that no residences 
were in this course, save those razed at 
Madisonville, and four smal] houses in the 
town of Nonaburg. Many ‘barnes were de- 
stroyed,’ and at least fifty horses, mules 
and cattle were killed. J. F. Schadden’s 
barn, one of the largest in Monroe county, 
was destroyed by fire, it having been struck 
by lightning. This loss is pleced at $1,5. 
A conservative estimate gives the loss, in 
the entire section, at $15,000. In addition to 
the list of injured furnished last night, 
Dillon Rogers, prominent jeweler of Madi- 
gonville, was struck on the head by a fall- 
ing brick. His home was almost completely 
demolished. ri | 

Miss Willie Erwin, who was the most 
seriously injured party, cannot recover. Her 
condition tonight is most critical. Mrs. Hor- 
ton, wife of the yourg man who was kili- 
éd, is also in a precarious condition, which 
is attributed to her prostration over the 
loss of her husband, as well as the injuries 
received. She may recover. A subscription 
was started today for the benefit of the 
storm sufferers. It will likely result in 
raising several thousand dollars. Contribu- 
tions will be received from all sections.

OCCURRED EARLY IN MORNING 


In the Afternoon Cotton Press, Shed 
and 5,000 Bales Go Up. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT UNABLE TO WORK 


Compress Weigher Attempts To Save 
His Books and Is Burned to Death, 
Light Insurance. 


West Point, Miss., March 6.—Nearly §$400,- 
000 worth of property was destroyed by fire 
here today. The Mary Holmes college, an 
industrial school for colored girls, burned 
this morning, and this afternoon the cotton 
press shed, etc., together with a large 
amount of cotton; was destroyed. 

This morning at about 6:30 o’clock an 
alarm was sent in that the Mary Holmes 
seminary was on fire. The building is sit- 
uated far outside the fire limits of the city, 
making the response of the department 
useless as far as extinguishing the flames 
was concerned. The building was soon a 
mass of flames, and being fanned’ by a 
strong wind, the magnificent structure was 
quickly made a mass of ruins. All of the 
inmates escaped uninjured, but a large por- 
tion of their personal effects was lost..-: 

Dr. Henry Payne, president of the instli- 
tution, was severely burned about the face 
and hands while trying to save his desk, 
containing valuable papers and records. 
The fire was caused by the burning soot 
in the large chimney in the cook room. 
The building was erected two years ago 
at a cost of $50,000. e equipment cost 
$10,000 or $15,000 more. The total insurance 
is only $40,000. : 

At about 3:3) o’clock this afternoon a 
spark from a Mobile and Ohio engine start- 
ed a blaze in the compress yards, and as a 
perfect gale was blowing from a favorable 
direction, the fire spread as if in a powder 
magazine, and ih an Instant the entire 
yards and warehouses were in a blaze, pro- 
ducing great clouds of flame and smoke, 
An alarm was instantly turned in, but to 
no avail, for the fire had spread so rapid- 
ly that nothing could be done but to watch 
$300,000 worth of property go up in smoke. 
Five thousand bales of cotton were in the 
yards and were consumed ,as were a few 
cars that stood on a switch near by. The 
total loss of the press, together with the 
warehouses and cotton, the managers say, 
will reach fully $300,000, 

R. C. McDaniel, the compress weigher and 
for many years identified with the cotton 
interests of this section, in attempting to 
obtain some papers from his office, was 
caught in the blaze and burned to death. 
The press and cotton were insured to the 
usual extent of such properties.

POLICE MATRON FOR BARRACKS

City Council Transacts Much Business 
in a Long Session Yesterday 
Afternoon. | . 

The city council held a four hours an@ a 
half session at the city hall yesterday af- 
ternoon. <A great deal of business was 
transacted, and most of the solons were 
tired out when their work was finished. 

The report of the finance committee, ap- 
propriating $40 a month for the office of 
police matron at the station house, was 
unanimously adopted. This leaves the 
election of the encumbent in. the hands of 
the police board. The position is not per- 
manent, the board having the right to dis- 
miss the matrol whenever it sees fit. The 
matron will probably be elected at the reg- 
ular annual election of the policemen in 
April. 

The ordinance of Councilman. Thomson, 
prohibiting expectorating in public places 
such as hallways, street cars, etc,, or on 
the sidewalks, was passed, Councilman Mc- 
Cullough thought the sidewalk clause 
should be excluded, and Alderman Mayson 
argued there was no need of the ordinance 
at all, but it was adopted by a vote of ten 
to seven after a move to table it had been 
defeated by a vote of eleven to six. The 
ordinance prescribes a fine of not more 
than $5 or imprisonment for not more than 
ten days for violation of the law. 

Mr. Benjamin Makes Report. 

Sol Benjamin, who was appointed by the 
council several weeks ago to confer with 
the residents along Whitehall street with 
a view to ascertaining what concessions 
they were willing to make in order to have 
the street widened, made his report yes- 
terday afternoon, which was referre@ to 
the street committee, : 

Mr. Benjamin states he has seen all the 
residents on the street, and names the cun- 
ditions that all require in donating the nec- 
essary five feet frontage. The large major- 
ity appear to be theartily in favor of giving 
their frontage, and some want various sums 
of money equal to what it will cost them to 
move their houses, build retaining walls, 
etc. The report 's oonsidered vry encour- 
aging, and there is {ittle doubt that the im- 
provement will be accomplished. 

An ordinance introduced by the finance ‘ 
committee, and adopted, allows the hold- 
ers of city coupon bonds to have the same 
registered in the manner state coupon bonds 
are now registered, . 

The ordinance of Councilman Pope, re- 
quiring residents to have two separate re- 
ceptacles for garbage and ashes, ang re- 
quiring those in thé business districts to 
have these rceptacies placed on the side- 
walks every morning between the hours of 
7 and 8 o’clock, wag adopted. The ordi- 
dance will go into effect when signed by 
the mayor. 


That Olmsted Bill Again. 

A resolution was introduced calling for an 
appropriation of $500 to pay the bill of Dr. 
Olmsted, the yellow fever expert, who, at 
the instance of the city, attended several 
cases of fever brought into this city some 
time ago. It will be remembered that when 
Dr. Olmsted presented his bill to the board 
of health this body first refused to pay it, 
on the ground that it was too high. A re- 
consideration was had, however, and coun- 
cil was petitioned by the board to pay the 
bill. For some reason or other the matter 
was sidetracked, and it had not been heard 
‘from in some time until brought up again 
yesterday afternoon. It is vrobable that the 
bill will be paid in the near future. 

The resolution of Councilman McCullough, 
changing the hour of convening of the city 
recorder’s court from 9 o’clock in the mcrn- 
ing to 8 o’clock, was referred to the ordi- 
nance committee. This resolution was intro- 
duce at the instance of Judge Nash 
Broyles, the recorder, who states’ that the 
change will greatly facilitate the “workings 
of the police department and the court. 
One reason ascribed is that the men coming 
off the morning wate, at 8 o'clock will not 
have to wait so long to prosecute their 
cases at the morning session. 

Collector of Street Improvements. 

The finance committee introduced an ordi- 
nance making the position of collector of 
street improvements appointive by that 
body with a salary of $1,200 per annum, and 
requiring a $5,000 bond to be approved by 
the mayor, The ordinance was adopted, 

The contracts for paving the viaduct were 
awarded to .the Warren-Scharf Asphalt 
Company and Venable Brothers. The main 
body of the bridge will be paved with as- 
phalt; the western approaches with stone.

These re-enforcements which go to 
the archipelago under an order issued by 
the war department last week complete the 
roll of troops so far as now contemplated 
for service in the islands, and are as fol- 
lows: 

The Sixth United States infantry, now at 
San Antonio; the Ninth United States in- 
fantry, at Madison barracks, and the Thir- 
teenth United States infantry, at Fort Cook 
and neighboring points, and the Twenty-first 
infantry, at Plattsburg, N. Y., and the 
Sixth artillery, now scattered along the 
Atlantic coast at a number of points. The 
date of departure has not yet been fixed, 
but they are expected to be at Manila by 
May 15th. If the conditions are satisfactory 
when they reach Manila, it is likely that a 
corresponding number of volunteers may be 
brought home. 


DEATH OF MR. L. B. WHEELER 


The Well Known Architect Died in 
Danbury, Conn. 


HE ONCE RESIDED IN ATLANTA 


He Designed Many Large Buildings 
and Residences Here and Was a 
Successful Architect. 


Mr. L. B. Wheeler, one of the most 
prominent araaitects in the country, who 
once resided in Atlanta, died several days 
ago at the home of his brother, Ww, @. 
Wheeier, Danbury, Conn. He had been ill 
only a short time, and his friends in this 
city had not heard of his sickness. At the 
rtime of his death he was a member of a 
New York firm, and was recognized all 
over the country as an architect of great 
ability. 

His residence in this city was not long, 
but it was eventful for Atlanta and for 
Mr. Wheeler in his profession. He came 
directly after the burning of the Kimball 
house, and while in partnership with ee 
Kimball drew the plans for the structure 
now known as the Kimball house. Later 
Mr. Wheeler formed a partnership with W. 
H. Parkins. 

This firm was highly successful. It was 
during this partnership that Walter T. 
Downing, the architect, became connected 
with the firm, and when Mr, Parkins with- 
Grew the firm became known as Wheeler & 
Downing. While here Mr. Wheeler design- 
ed, in addition to the Kimball, The Consti- 
tution building, and the residences of W. P. 
Inman, W. B. Lowe, Clarence Knowles and 
a number of other handsome dwellings. 

It was shortly after his coming to At- 
lanta that Mr. Wheeler drew plans tor a 
residence on an entirely different line from 
anything in the city. It had interior de2or- 
ations, a thing then practically unknown 
to this section, and other finishings, which 
constituted a decided departure from the 
old residence plans. 

This was followed by an editorial in The 
Constitution, in which the late Henry W. 
Grady commented favorably upon the new 
designs for interiors, and in which it was 
predicted that the plans drawn by Mr. 
Wheeler would entirely revolutionize archi- 
tecture in Atlanta. This prediction proved 
true. 

From Atlanta, about ten years ago, Mr, 
Wheeler went to Decatur, Ala. He then 
moved to Nashville, Tenn., and later went 
to St. Louis, Mo. Some years ago he took 
up his residence in New York city, where 
he practiced his profession until he went to 
his birthplace. He studied architecture un- 
der William Halsey Wood, a celebrated 
New York architect, and was at one time 
@ member of the New York firm of Lamb 
& Wheeler, which was very successful. 

His library was the finest collection of 
architeetural works in the south. Many 
of his volumes were very rare and expen- 
sive. His room at the Kimball contained 
only two chairs, his bed and a dresser, but 
it was so crowded with books that one ex- 
perienced difficulty in moving about. 

He was very quiet end reserved, but those 
who knew him loved’ him, and there was 
genuine regret among his friends when he 


left the city.

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“BRANDT'S INSULT. 


TO MACON PEOPLE 


Captain of a Negro Company Speaks at 
Bes Moines. 


ABOUT MACON EXPERIENCES 


Says Georgia Is as Black as Hell and 
the Central City Worse. 


HE DEFENDS HIS DRUNKEN SOLBIERS 


Alleges Cases Were Made Against 
Them in Order To Obtain Money 
Through Fines. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., March 6—A copy of The Des 
Moines, Ia., News has reached Macon 
which contains an account of the arrival 
there of Captain Amos Brandt and his 
company of the Seventh regiment of col- 
ored immunes, who have been encamped 
@t Macon several months and were mus- 
tered out at Macon a few days ago. Cap- 
tain Brandt and his colored soldiers were 
given a welcome home by a large crowd. 
During the ceremonies Captain Brandt 
made a speech, whith, according to The 
Des Moines News, contained many untrutiis 
and slanders concerning the treatment of 
his negro soldiers while in Macon. Captain 
Brandt is a white man. He is quoted as 
Saying: 

“Speaking of-Georgia, all I want to say 
ig that whenever that state asks anything 
of our congressmen or senators I hope they 
will yote against it. The treatment we re- 
ceived in that state was the most hellish 
One can imagine. They arrested our men 
without cause and gave them heavy fines. 
They lied about our men, perjured them- 
selves to get our money and Unreatened our 
second lieutenant with a year on the chain- 
eang for en offense he was not responsi- 
ble for. Georgia is ag black as hell and 
the city of Macon is a trifle worse.”’ 

Captain Brandt is very much of a slan- 
derer, and Knuws when he uttered those 
words in Des Moines he was not telling 
the truth, and spoke far differently at 
home to what he did in Macon. Captain 
Brandt was the officer of the day and was 
in charge of the negro provost guard which 
provoked the unwarranted clash with the 
police and came near precipitating a riot 
on the public streets of Macon on the af- 
ternoon of February 7th. If Captain Brandt 
had done his duty on that occasion instead 
of entrusting it to his negro second Illeu- 
tenant, Wilburn, the trouble might have 
been avuided. When reneated calls were 
made for the provost Captain Brandt re- 
mained at héad@uarters ani sent detach- 
ments of provost “in charge of covporcals, 
sergeants and his second lieutenant, all ne- 
groes, without going to the scene of the 
dssturbance himself. For this neg!ect of 
duty he was reprimanded by the provost 
marshal in the presence of the mayor and 
chief of police of Macon. Captain Brandt 
neglected his duty, and was, in fact, more 
responsible for the riotous conduct of his 
colored provost guard than any one else. 

Captain Brandt knows full well that a 
large number of armed provost guard 
forcibly took from two or three policemen 
several negro soldiers who had been ar- 
rested by the police for drunkenness, dis- 
orderly conduct and resistance, and the 
provost guard, with much profanity and 


‘vulgarity, leveled their armed guns on. po- 


licemen and soidiers, and Captain Brandt’s 
negro second Heutenant, Wilburn, gave 
the order to the negro provost guard to 
fire on the patrol wagon if it moved off. 
Captain Brandt kflows that the provost 
guard acted in utter disregard and de- 
flance of the fact that the civil law is su- 
preme over the military law in matters of 
this kind. 

The trial of the provost guard occupied 
several days in the recorder’s court, and 
was continued repeatedly at the convenience 
of Captain Brandt and Lieutenant Colonel 
Comfort, and they were released on no 
other bond than the personal word of 
Captain Brandt and Comfort, although the 
provost guard were charged with both mu- 
nicipal and state offenses; namely, disor- 
derly conduct, resisting officers, inciting 
riot and pointing a weapon at another. 
The recorder recognized and appreciated 
the fact that the provost soldiers were 
strangers in a strange land and could not 
give bondsmen who could legally qualify 
in this state, and rather than impose the 
hardship upen them of lying in prison, the 
recorder, as the case progressed day by 
day, allowed them to go on no other bond 
than the word of Captain Brandt and“Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Comfort that they would 
produce the defendants in court. 

The heaviest fine imposed on the riotous 
soldiérs by the recorder was $10. Some had 
to pay only $5, and others were dismissed 
without any fine. "Tis true that Second 
Lieutenant Wilburn was fined in the state 
court $200, and two of the guard were fined 
$75 each, but their extreme riotous conduct 
warranted the fine. The second lieutenant 
was fined because he commanded the guard 
to fire on the patrol wagon, and acted in 
other ways calculated to have precipitated 
a most serious riot. Captain Brandt repeat- 
edly expressed his thanks to the mayor, 
chief of police, recorder and other niunic- 
ipal authorities for the consideration, leni- 
ency and justice shown hig soldiers by :hem. 
‘Tis strange, indeed, that Captain Brandt 
should go to Des Moines and Purl his slan- 
ders at Macon. 

The mayor of Macon has shown the 
greatest consideration to the colored sol- 
diers who have been encamped at Macon. 
Time without number he has suspended 
their fines and had them released from im- 
prisonment. Innumerable have been the 
cases where the police have delivered to 
the provost guard negro soldiers who had 
offended against the laws, without making 
cases against them. The negro soidiers have 
been treated with the utmost fairness au- 
thorities of Macon. 

A Maconite Shot. 

A press dispatch from Manila published 
in The Constitution today said: ‘Assistant 
Engineer Winship of the gunboat Benning- 
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ton, was wounded in both legs yesterday 
by a volley from the shore.” 

The Assistant Engineer Wirship thus re- 
ferred tg is a well known young man of 
Macon, Emory Winship, a son of the late 
Emory Winship of Macon, who was one of 
the most highly esteemed citizens of this 
city. The mother of Assistant Engineer 
Winship and other relatives reside in Ma- 
con. He is a nephew of Alderman Nat Win- 
ship and a brother of Captain Blanton Win- 
ship, who enlisted from Macon in the Span- 
ish war as captain of the Floyd Rifles, of 
the First Georgia regiment of United States 
volunteers. 

Assistant Engineer Winship was appointed 
to the naval academy at Annapolis nine or 
ten years ago by Congressman Blount. He 
took high rank in his classes, and graduated 
about five years ago. He has been on the 
Bennington some time and went on this 
boat to Manila. He is about twenty-seven 
years old, and a manly fellow. 

The Tenth Immunes. 

The Tenth immunes will be mustered out 
of the service of the government Wednes- 
day morning. Four mustering officers will 
be in charge of the work and it will not 
take them very long’to complete it. The 
paymasters arrived today and have their 
supply of money on hand to pay the men.

The ¢ity is again filled with passenger 
agents, who are. working the soldiers for ali 
they are worth and who talk- nothing but 
railroads on every corner. The Southern 
railway hauled the greater part of the Sev- 
enth immunes, but the Central is claiming 
the greatest number of men at tihs mus- 
ter out. 

The soldiers are anxious to get out of the 
service and are impatient for Wednesday to 
come. It was thought at one time last week 
that they could be turned loose on Tuesday, 
but there was some delay in regard to the 
papers and it was necessary to postpone it 


for one day. ‘ 
he Tenth is one of the few negro regi- 
‘ments that have been of no trouble to the 
government authorities and that have given 
but litthe trouble to the people of Macon. 
Marty of the negroes have, stated that they 
will act as they always have and will con- 
duct themselves in a soldierly manner. The 
officers say there will be no shooting out 
of the cars by the men as they pass through 
the city and state they have requested the 
men to behave as weil as possible, so as 
to keep up the good reputation of the regi- 
ment, which has not yet been commented 
upon, 

‘The men who compoge this regiment are 
from all parts of the country and the rail- 
road men who are here will have a difficult 
time in selling tickets to them.

$1,000 had been cashed before he took his 
flight on February 19th, and on the 20th 
the Atlanta check was received by the First 
National with ‘‘no funds” written on it.

The fact 
that he wanted papers covering dates of 
his operations here, and using another 
name, “J. A. Alson,” the editor of The 
News suspected that his new subscriber 
was none other than Marne. The bank 
officials upon being shown the letter agreed 
and steps were taken for his arrest, which 
was accomplished this afternoon. <A war- 
tant has been issued and an officer will he 
sent to Atlanta tomorrow for requisition 
papers, and he will proceed west for the 
swindler.

| BY-LAWS OF THE DAIRYMEN. 


INTERESTING MEETING AT GRIF- 
FIN SATURDAY AFTERNOON. 


Spalding Dairy Association Reports 
Progress Toward Establishing 
a Creamery.

Griffin, Ga., March 6.—(Special.)—The 
Spalding Dairy Association met in the 
courthouse Saturday afternoon at 2:30 
o’clock and was called to order by Presi- 


dent Redding. 
The committee 4ppointed at a previous 
meeting read the following by-laws, which 


were unanimously adopted: 

“Article 1This organization shall be 
known as the Spalding Dairy Association. 
Its object shall be to encourage the dairy 
industry of Spalding and adjacent coun- 
ties, and for the mutual benefit of its mem- 

ers, 

“Art. 2. Any citizen of Spalding county 
or of an adjoining county over fifteen 
years of age may become a member by a 
unanimous election at any regular meeting. 
and the payment of a membership fee of 
25 cents. 

“art. 3. The officers shall be a president, 
a vice president for each militia district 
in Spalding county, and a secretary end 
treasurer, who shall be elected at the 


of these officers shall be such as are nsual- 
ly imposed upon corresponding officers in 


similar associations. 

“Art. 4. The regular meetings shall be 
on the fourth Saturday in each month 
at 2 p. m. at the courthouse in Griffin or 
such other place aS may be designated by 


presidents shall constitute an executive 
committee to which all matters requiring 
action may be referred. Any five or more 
responding to a call of the president shall 


constitute a quorum. 
“Art. 6. The officers of the association 


shall constitute a committee on programme, 
of which the secretary shall be chairman, 
and shall announce a topic at each regular 
meeting for discussion at the following reg- 


ular meeting. 
“Art. 7. These by-laws may be amended 


or added to at any regular meeting on one 
month’s notice in writing.” 

President Redding stated that the officers 
riow serving were elected temporarily and 
permanent ones “ould be chosen to serve 
until next December. 

Upon motion of Mr. Wallace, the old 
officers were unanimously re-elected, as 
follows: 

President. R. J. Redding: vice pvrestdent, 
W. P. Walker; secretary and treasurer, H. 
E. Weed. 

Mr. Wallace reported progress being nade 
toward securing the creamery. Over 200 
cows had heen subscribed and half the 
territory had not heen worked, while in- 
terest was increasing all over the county. 
He was not in the least discouraged, as 
it took two years to work up a good cream- 
ery in his county, while now it had: more 
than any county in Iowa. 

Colonel Redding said he was confident 
the necessery number of cows would he 
raised, as several men had spoken to him 
about the matter, and assured him of 
their co-operation. They did not attend the 
meeting because they were engaged in 
their different avocations, and would do 
no good by being present. He thought that 
Was a mistaken idea, and all who were 
interested should add enthusiasm by at- 
tending every meeting. Merchants should 
offer financial aid if iti was needed; and 
every one should work to secure the cream- 
ery. It was his opinion that if the cream- 
ery was once started the farmers would 
svon furnish more milk than it could con- 
Sume, and in a few years others would be 
established in different parts of the county 
to accommodate the customers. He would 
like to gee a creamery by the side of every 
ginhouse in. Georgia; then would the farn.- 
ers enter upon an era of peace and pros- 
perity and the land would blossom as a 
rose. He was deeply interested and would 
willingly do anything in his power to se- 
cure the enterprise; 

Mr. Wing moved’that a committce cf 
one ‘be appointed to visit every farmer in 
Spalding county and solicit cows. By giv- 
ing his entire time to the matter a thor- 
ough canvass could be made in a few 
days, and it would then be known whether 
the creamery would receive sufficient en- 
couragement to locate here or not.

It is to be feared that the opposition 
of some of the New York newspapers to 
Tammany ‘and to Tammany Officials is 
leading them into a course which rea- 
son and justice will not sustain. The 
Adams poisoning case is made to do 
duty as an excuse for venting anti-Tam- 
many spite, and The Tribune and The 
Times (we are surprised to find The 
Times engaged.in it) are attacking Dis- 
trict Attorney Gardiner for his conduct 
of the case. The Tribune charges that 
he did not use the coroner’s jury to dis-» 
cover the truth impartially, but to prose- 
cute a prejudged man, and that he sup- 
pressed evidence to that end. 

The Times, referring to the summing 
up ofthe case by the district attor- 
ney, says that the inquest should be fol- 
lowed by an inquiry into the manage- 
ment of his office. 

Now, to outsiders, who do not care a 
snap for Tammany one way or the other, 
the management of this poisoning case 
by the district attorney and his assist- 
,ant has seemed to be all that it should 
be. It has been somewhat sensational 
in its developments, but the representa- 
tives of the law were compelled to this 
course by the nature of the case. They 
threw suspicion on Cornish in order 
that the suspected criminal might’ not 
take alarm. ‘This was a somewhat un- 
usual course, but the developments of 
the case were unusual. ‘What was nec- 
essary. was to throw Molineaux off his 
guard, to jead him to believe that the 
officials had every confidence in his in- 
nocence, and in this way procure speci- 
mens of his handwriting. 

In this they succeeded so well, that the 
handwriting, with other evidence, af- 
fords a very strong proof of probable 
guilt. Taking all the facts into con- 
sideration, there is no way to explain 
these attacks on the district attorney 
except on two grounds—that they are 
intended to defeat justice, or that they 
are the result of Tammanyphobia. Their 
real effect, however, wiil be to prejudice 
the case as far as the influence of the 
two newspapers go. 

Tf the charges they make are true, 
their presentation at this time is un- 
timely. The really important thing is 
that complete justice should be done; that 
If 
the district attorney has suppressed a 
witness, that fact will be brought out, 
and if he has arrested the wrong man, 
Molineaux will be able to prove his in- 
nocence. The case is in its intitial 
stages. It will now go to the grand 
jury, and from the grand jury to the 
criminal court, and in that case the 
suspected man will be given every op- 
portunity to prove his innocence. oa

We do 
not say that the European uniforms are 
inappropriate; on the. contrary, they 
stand for what they are; they represent 
ideas; they are a part of the scheme of 
monarchy and militarism. Nobody is 
inclined ‘to laugh when these solemn 
foreigners appear in public gorgeously 
arrayed, and with as many medals on 
their heaving bosoms as one of our 
champion trap shooters can show, 

The spectacle chimes in with the 


—-show; it represents something; it is a 


part of the programme. But suppose 
that Joe Choate, our waggish ambassador 
to the court of St. James, were compelled 
to appear in gorgeous habiliments at the 
court of Queen Victoria. Why, the 
whole country would roar, and our gift- 
ed cartoonists would make life weary 
for him. 

Editor Godkin complains that Mr. 
Choate will have to appear at court 
“even in the morning in the unassuming 
garments of a hotel waiter.” The ap- 
plication holds good even.in New York. 
If Editor Godkin attends a reception, or 
goes to a social entertainment, or dines 
out he must go in the simple garb of a 
butler or a hotel waiter; and what is 
sauce for so fastidious a.man as Editor 
Godkin ought to be sauce for Ambassa- 
dor Choate. 

It seems certain that if our diplomats 
abroad were compelled to don an opera 
bouffe costume they would become the 
laughing stock of Europe and of their 
own countrymen as well. In order that 
the spectator might be able to distin- 
guish them they would have to carry an 
American flag in their hands or wear 
small ones in their hats as the boys 
do on the Fourth of July. 

If the men who wear evening dress do 
not like to see themselves aped by but- 
lers and hotel waiters, they can easily 
put an end to it by organizing 
a movement against it, or they can 


“change the cut of their jib;” but it 


seems to us that the adoption of the 
society uniform by’ butlers and hotel 
waiters is a delicate tribute to its beau- 
ty and general efficiency. 

Why Not? 

Governor Pingree, of Michigan, de- 
clares that his party leaders are con- 
trolled by the bondholders. This does 
not mean, he says, that the republican 
party is the party®*of monopolists, but 
that its course is dictated too much by 
commercial greed. 

The trouble with the governor is 
that he hag for some time been trying to 
play a democratic tune on a republican 
fiddie string. He has made a strong 
and successful fight against municipal 
and state corporations that are engaged 
in oppressing the people. He has done 
all this while calling himself a republic- 
an; but he knows that if he had not re- 
ceived the support of democrats he would 
have been powerless.

Why doesn’t Governor Pingree come 
out from such an organization and car- 
ry out his democratic principles under 
democratic auspices?

Mr. Watson’s History of France. 
In The New York World, of January 


‘Sth, there appeared a most elaborate re- 


view of Mr. Watson’s “The History of 
France” from the pen of George Carey 
Egleston. 

The work is treated as one of the 
most readable which has found publi- 
cation in years, and its distinguished au- 
thor is described as “a writer of unusual 
grace and force.” Much attention is 
given to that period of French history 
in which John Law flourished, and, as 
may be imagined from Mr. Watson’s 
political views, the great Scotch-French 
financier finds a sympathetic historian 
who does his theories full justice. 

‘As illustrative of Mr. Watson’s style 
and terseness, The World quotes the fol- 
lowing paragraph corncerning “the an- 
cien regime:” 

In matters political, all power was con- 
centrated in the king. He, personally, was 
the government. He, in theory, was the 
proprietor of France. Her property was 
his. The taxes simply represented the pro- 
portion of his own which he was nleased 
to exact. In theory he could take it all if 
he wished. 

There was no legislature. No lawmaking 
body intervened between him and his sub- 
jects. His will was law. His decrees were 
Statutes, The only formality required was 
that the parliament of Paris should regis- 
ter them on its records. And the parlia- 
ment registered whenever the king 
wished it. 

The king made war and peace, contracted 
foreign alliances, coined money and regu- 
lated commerce. The king raised armies 
and disbanded them; imposed taxes, created 
offices, and suspended laws. Even in local 
affairs, he alone was master. 

The Constitution, in noticing the fail- 
ure of certain New York papers to notice 
this work, failed to except Tie World, 
which gave, as here noticed, a three-col- 
umn review of the book. 
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The Lesson They Must Learn. 

The Cubans are already face to face 
with one of the first lessons which they 
must learn—that is, to rely upon them- 
selves and to obey the law. 

For several days the telegrams have 
told of the discontent in Santiago over 
the shortening of the force employed 
by the government. In one case three 
thousand men were dispensed with, and 
straightway a Cuban -organ declared 


that if not given work by the govern- 


ment, these men must become banditti. 

This simple statement gives an in- 
sight into the difference between the 
people of the English-speaking races and 
those of Latin origin. The latter seem 
to think that they are entitled to live by 
privilege, while the former recognize 
the fact that the highest rewards await 
individual exertion. Spain and her 
colonies were weighted down by an in- 
competent and lazy official class, which 
looked to the government for employ- 
ment, and under which industry and 


commerce were crushed out of exist-- 


ence. The man belonging to the Eng- 
lish-speaking races looked upon individ- 
ual effort aS more likely to bring him 
competence than office holding. While 
there are people enough to fill the offices, 
they neither gather the wealth nor en- 
joy the prestige which comes to men who 
soil their hands by work. 

The crowning disregard for law which 
is shown by the newspaper advice to go 
out as brigands is something so far re- 
moved from American instincts that it 
is hard to conceive of its being gserious- 
ly given. Yet, under the presence of 
martial law itself, Cuban papers take 
this license, giving some idea of what 
they might do were the soldiers re- 
moved. “There must be law established 
and law obeyed, equally by the official 
and the private citizen. The newspa- 
per or the individual who would incite to 
riot, plunder or brigandage, must be held 
to an instant account by the community 
through its lawful agencies. It is evi- 
dent that the Cubans have a very faint 
idea of either law or industry, and that 
they will have to make the acquaintance 
of both before they can claim the con- 
sideration of the world. 

The Cuban will have to learn that the 
man who grabbles for a potato is in a 
more honorable calling than the one 
who serves subpoenas, and that if he 
would enjoy comfort and competence he 
will not find it in governmental service. 
The government of the island should 
not start off ‘handicapped by men clam- 
orous for jobs which depend for pay- 
ment upon the public treasury,

HIGGINSON AND PAGE: 
WHY THEY DISAGREE 


The editorial in Monday’s Constitution, 
discussing Thomas Wentworth Higginson’s 
unfavorable criticism of Thomas Nelson 
Page’s reconstruction novel, ““Red Rock,” 
excited my liveliest interest. 

It struck me that Mr. Higginson was 
dealt with just as he deserved, but an edi- 
torial writer has his limitations, and for 
obvious reasons the New Englander re- 
ceived only a gentle rebuke for his untime- 


ly attempt to revive the old war-time 


issues. 


As a journalistic free lance, caring ‘for 
nothing beyond the truth of history, it is 
Sometimes possible for me, without fear or 
favor, to vindicate the victims of slander, 
and at the same time bring to light the 
real motives of the false apostles of great 
moral and political ideas, 

Mr. Higginson has won for himself a re- 
spectable place in current American litera- 
ture, and personally he is doubtless, at the 
present time, a very clever and estimable 
gentleman. 

But times change, ang men change with 
them. This familiar saying of the ancients 
hoids a volume of meaning. Perhaps if we 
look backward, something more than a 
generation, the real reason of Mr. Higgin- 
son’s dislike to Mr, Page's strong story 
will come to light. 


Away back in the ‘fifties, in “bleeding 
Kansas,’”’ there were thousands of settlers 
who made it their business to arbitrate the 
Slavery question by the sword. 

God pity their view of the sword! With 
them this weapon took many shapes. They 
resorted to midnight murder, arson and 
rapine, and boasted that they were engaged 
in legitimate warfare. 

On both sides there were red-handed 
ruffians who were cut throats and robbers 
all the time, and never soldiers in any 
sense. : 

Among the abolitionists, or free soilers at 
that time, was a hot-headed youth from 
New England, whose education should have 
made him better and wiser. 

Misled by false teachings, this youngster 
joined the gang which made such a mur- 
derous reputation under the leadership of 
outlaws like old John Brown, 


Brown in Kansas was the same Brown 
who tried to start an insurrection among 
the Virginia negroes, a few years later, 
and was very properly hanged for his 
,crime. 


1 From first to last, this notorious criminal 


was a murderer, a robber, an incendiary, 
and a demon without a peer in our modern 
annals. 

And, the young New Englander who fol- 
lowed him then, and who worships him to 
this day—who was he? Why, Thomas 
Wentworth Higginson, as a matter of 
course! 


How did this boy, reared in puritanical, 
alleged God-fearing circles, alow himself 
to become the tool of such rough, uncul- 
tured villains as old ‘“Ossawattomie’”’ 
Brown? 

The good Lord only knows. Such ques- 
tions puzzle and baffle the majority of men. 
Howbeit, it is known to many of my read- 
ers, and it will be known to others who wilil 
read the chronicles of those times, that 
young Higginson was not idle in that red 
carnival in Kansas. 

How much blood stained his white hands 
I do not know, but it is on record that his 
slaying of one man caused many to regard 
him as°a murderer, though his abolition 
partisans were clamorous in justifying him. 

Passing over this incident, the fact still 
remains that he was leagued with Brown 
and his legion of devils. A man is known 
by the company the keeps. 


Later, when Higginson was old enough 
to learn the duties of citizenship, we find 
him invading the south as the colonel of a 
negro regiment. 

Even then, when he had an opportunity 
to make a record as a soldier on the side 
of the union, he could not outgrow the 
old John Brown idea of arraying the Llacks 
against the whites, and he preferred to be 
the commander of negroes, rather than 
the leader of a regiment composed of men 
of his own race. 

Uppermost in his mind all the time was 
his ideal, old John Brown, who made it tis 
life mission to carry the sword and torch 
to the firesides of the southerners who 
honestly believed that they had the right 
to hhold, defend and care for their slave 
property, under the laws of God and man, 
as they understood them. 


The civil war came to an end at iast. 
and Higginson laid aside the sword and 
picked up the pen, which is always a dan- 
gerous weapon in the hands of cranks and 
bad men. 

For .years he filled the northern maga- 
zines with attacks upon the southern peo- 
ple, but in the course of time he was com- 
pelled to choose topics of a more popular 
nature. 

What a man writes will in some degree 
influence him, and so it came to nass that 
Higginson’s recent literary work has made 
him more conservative—more like a law- 
abiding American citizen. | 

I was beginning to hope for his reform 
in his old age, when suddenly I find that 


he is still the same old disciple of “‘Ossa- 
wattomie”: Brown.

Of course it is plain to even the casual 
readers that Higginson can see nothing 
good in Page’s novel because the Virginia 
writer tells his story tn a way which vin- 
dicates the southern people, and shows 
that their attitude before the war and 
during the turbulent period following it 
was purely defensive. 

This does not suit the man who rode with 
John Brown, and whose desire was to 
cause 4,000,000 blacks to leap upon their 
white masters and slaughter them in the 
night. 

I have intimated that Mr. Higginson is 
now probably a clean gentleman, and I re- 
peat it, -but it is perhaps in order to sug- 
gest that he has occasional spells of that 
strange racial mania which causes a white 
man to display the bitterest animosity to 
millions of his own race who have never 
injured him. 

It is to be hoped that the perusal of The 
Atlantic Monthly and other Boston period- 
icals of a similar soothing nature will soon 
restore Mr. Higginson’s mind to a condi- 
tion of something like conservatism or 
sanity.

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BUSINESS OPPORTUNITIES 
IN THE ISLAND OF CUBA 


By Sam W. Small. 

Cienfuegos, Cuba, March 2.,—(Special Cor- 
respondence.)—Since my letters from Cuba 
began to appear in The Constitution many 
persons in Georgia and adjacent states 
have written to ask me about business 
echditions and opportunities’ here. I would 
be glad to answer them individually if I 
could, but that 1s manifestly impossible. 

A Great Field. 

Generally speaking, I can say to all of 
them that Cuba is a wide open and fallow 
field for many forms of business. The ccun- 
try ‘has been for many years under condi- 
tions that furbade enterprise of any kind 
except under government favoritism, and in 
many of the phases and comforts of mod- 
ern life is a generation behind the times. 
The cities are filled with people, there be- 
ing little doing to employ labor in the 
country districts. The prevailing impres- 
sion in the United States that the Cubans 
are wholesale paupers and ne’er-do-wells is 
a mistaken one, judging from the appear- 
ances here. This is a closely built city, 
witi® about 30,000 inhabitants. But it has 
few street loafers and few beggars. Per- 
haps as you go about the entire town a 
half-dozen half-dressed boys and girls will 
hold out their hands to you and beg for a 


the encouragement given them by some of 

our American soldiers, who throw out cop- 

pers at them to see the urchins fight for 

their possession, They are fat, slick little 

gamin and evidently far from starvation, 
They Work and Live. 

These Cubans work and live. It is true 
they are somewhat slower in movement 
and accomplishment than the American 
workmen, as a rule, but they have patience, 
endurance and strength of body beyond 
their seeming. It is nothing to see one of 
them load a 300-pound sack of flour or su- 
gar on the back of his neck and trot up a 
gang plank with it without a grunt. If 
any one has picked up the notion that the 
Cuban cannot hold his own at manual la- 
bor he needs’ only to come to Cienfuegos 
to be disillusioned. 

Good Wages Are Paid. 

Since the advent of the American authori- 
ties and the resumption of commerce, the 
wage scale has been remarkably good, 
measured by the living wage standards. 
Common laborers get a rate of $1 to $25 
per day; workmen on ordinary building 
operations get $1.50 to $2, and good mechan- 
ics obtain from $3 to $5 per day. When you 
consider that-the American dollar, in which 
their pay is now measured, amounts to 
$1.30 in Spanish silver, which is the curren- 
cy of the city trade, you can figure for 
yourself that their pay is not bad, Espe- 
cially is this so since for the ordinary food 
and clothing that they use the prices are 
even less now than during the war period. 


No Houses To Rent. 

It is almost impossible to find a house to 
rent in Cienfuegos, either for business or 
residence. By dint of ‘bidding up the rent 
you may induce a lessee or an owner to 
double-up with relatives or friends and let 
you have a house—but you will pay from 
$7 to $10 per month per room for it, count- 
ing all the rooms. This makes house rent 
very heavy, and the situation in that re- 
gard is not likely to change for the cheap- 
er very soon, as more people are coming 
to Clenfuegos than will go away from it. 

The hotels are few, are full ail the time 
and are ferocious in their charges. You 
pay $1.25 for a meal, without wine, and $1.50 
for a bed; $2 if you keep the room for 
twenty-four hours, These are the Spanish 
prices retained and charged up now in 
American gold, which bears a 8 per cent 
premium, 

Then it is bad for you to be an “American 
when you go shopping here. You must 
pay the same in American money that the 
other fellow pays in Spanish silver, and 
if you tender the latter you are politely 
refused. In other words, the American is 
looked upon as a providence and a perambu- 
lating gold mine, shipped over here in a 
critical moment by kind-hearted Uncle Sam 
solely for Cuban consumption. 

Some Open Doors. 

One of the first great needs of Cienfue- 
g0s in particular is a first-class American 
hotel. It need not be elaborate in its fur- 
nishings. Indeed, the patrons would prefer 
simple and comfortable furniture suited to 
the climate and customs of the country. 
But it should provide American conve- 
niences, food and service, after American 
fashions and with American regard for 
proportion in prices. The man with a few 
thousand dollars who first seizes this op- 
portunity in this great sugar part of the 
south coast is going to make barrels of 
money. 

Next to the hotel man there is a general 


will set up here a first-rate steam laun- 
dry. Not only will he be overrun by cus- 
tom as.long as there are American officials 
and soldiers here, but he need never lack 
ample custom. The Cuban is particularly 
fond of clean shirts, colars and cuffs, and 
will not stand on the price of having these 
in proper mode when he takes his evening 
promenade before the senoritas on the 
Paseo. Some enterprising American is 
chunking away gold by not taking - this 
chance. 

Yet another man of money and enterprise, 
with the necessary Knowledge, can get 
rich here in a canter by setting up a clean, 
decorated, fully furnished lunch room for 
genteel people, with ice cream and soda 
water accessories. There is nothing of the 
sort in the whole place, and it is needed 
every minute from 9 a. m, to 12 midnight. 
An American soda fountain, like one of a 
dozen that are in Atlanta, would prove a 
quicker bonanza than nine out of ten 
claims in the Klondike. 
in Cienfuegos a decent place, separate 
from a liquor shop, to which a gentleman 
or lady can go for casual lunch or non- 
alcoholic beverages. 

Some young man with a little money and 
his contracts with the news companies 
made before coming here can do a land 
office trade in newspapers, magazines, cur- 
rent fiction and American stationery. Even 
the Cubans are good seekers after illus- 
trated journals and magazines, in spite of 
not being able to read the text. This is 
the opportunity for the man who has small 
capital and wants quick profits. 

At least while the United States keeps 
a large garrison here—and that seems like- 
ly to be a long time—an up-to-date haber- 
dasher store will do all the business that 
two men care to handle steadily. The sol- 
dier trade alone will keep them busy and 
bring them large monthly profits—better 
perhaps than they ean get anywhere this 
side of Fifth avenue, New York. 

A quartet of good barbers—some of the 
colored experts of Atlahta—could come here 
with their chairs and tools and make these 
Cuban chin scrapers look like thirty cents 
the first day they opened up shop. 

Very soon, stable government fg as- 
sured and capital begins to operate, there 
will be plenty Of work and good wages for 
American mechanics, but that time is not 
yet and none Of them should essay to come 
here now. 

I have indicated only those pressing necds 
of the situation here, where the success 
of the first comer ig beyond debate, and 
if eny of your readers wish to take advan- 
tage of the information I have candidly 
given them, they are | doubly welcome to it.

The city council yesterday afternoon elect- 
ed ihree police commissioners—two, J. W. 
English and W. H. Patterson, 
themselves. and W. H. Brotherton to suc- 
ceed J. C. A. Branan, who was not eligible 
to re-election on account of non-residence. 

Council also assured the erection of a 
magnificent public libracy building in At- 
lania by the acceptance of the gift of An- 
drew Carnegie, of New York, and the ap- 
peintment of a committee to confer with 
the directors of the Young Men’s Library 
Association to arrange the details of the 
new library. 

In both these matters there was consider- 
able interest and quite a crowd was pres- 
‘ent at the regular session of council to 
learn of the action taken. 

Police Commissioners Elected. 

The election of police commissioners was 
the first business considered by council yes- 
terday afternoon. 

Messrs. J. W. English, W. H. Patterson 
and W. H. Brotherton were elected. Messrs. 
English and Patterson succeed themselves. 
Captain Brotherton succeeds J. C. A. Bran- 
an, who. on account of his residence outside 
the municipal limits, was not eligible to re- 
election. 

J. Stovall Smith was nominated, but only 
received three votes against Captain Broth- 
erton. Dr. Joseph Jacobs was also nomi- 
nated in the nature of a dark horse, but he 
did uot réceive a single vote. Dr. Jacobs, 
however, was no avowed candidate. 

As there were three vacancies to fill, 
Councilman McCullough introduced a res- 
olution that the new commissioners be elect- 
ed one at a time. This was adopted. It had 
been practically agreed by the councilmen 
before entering the chamber that Messrs. 
Patterson, English and Brotherton should 
be elected, but the McCullough resolution 
did not result as it had been intended. In- 
stead of these three songs Sage wastauaesa being 
‘voted on separately in t three elections, 
the nominations were made in such a man- 
ner as to precipitate a race between Messrs. 
Patterson and Brotherton in the first elec- 
tion and between Messrs. English and 
Brotherton in the second election. 

When Mayor Woodward called for nomi- 
nations, Alderman Mitchell nominated Mr.

Mr. Carnegie’s Gift Accepted. 

The city council nanimously accepted the 
offer of Andrew Carnegie to donate $100,000 
for a free public library in this city yes- 
terday afternoon, It was also decided to 
appropriate $5,000 per annum for the main- 
tenance of this library. There was not a 
dissenting voice to either proposition. A 
resolution was adopted expressing the 
thanks of the people of Atlanta to Mr. Car- 
negie for his munificence. 

The only two conditions required by Mr. 
Carnegie in giving the money, were that the 
city should furnish a site, and appropriate 
$5,000 per annum for the maintenance of 
the institution. The offer of the directors 
of the Young Men’s Library Association to 
give all their property, including real es- 
tate, to the new institution, meets the first 
requirement; the action of the city council 
yesterday afternoon meets the second. 
Nothing is now left.to be done but to re- 
ceive the money from Mr. Carnegie, ar- 
range the minor details and begin the erec- 
tion of the new library. 

The resolution passed yesterday re- 
quires the finance committee to confer 
with the officials of the Young Men's Li- 
brary concerning the proposition of that 
institution to donate its property to the 
new library. This conference wil proba- 
bly be held in the next few days. It will 


then be decided what interest in the new . 


library the old is to have, just hdw the 
new institution is to be governed, and 
the minor details necessary to the estab- 
lishment of the new library. Mr. Carnegie 
will be notified of the action of the city 
and the money will doubtless be 
forthcoming from him in a very short wuiile, 

Resolutions Adopted by Council.

High Winds Blow and Snow Flurries All 
Day Long. 


REMINDER OF THE BLIZZARD 


Yesterday Came Near Lowering the 
Record for March. 


INDICATIONS ARE FOR COLD TODAY 


Forecaster Marbury Explains the 
Cause of Yesterday’s Cold Wave.

The average At’entian who wis foolishly 
beguiled by the balmy days of last week into 
packing his overcoat away in the attic and 
placing his ear muffs in;some out-of-the-way 
spot, where he would‘ never possibly find 
them, awoke to the realization yesterday 
morning that he had been a trifle previous 
in his preparations for +pring. 

If he wads ofa philosophical tuin of mind 
he quietly called his good house wife and 
told her that she needn't worry herself 
any longer about that perfectly lovely 
spring bonnet she had been telling him 
about, explaining gently to her at the 
same time that providence seemed to be 
irrevocably on the side of the plumbers and 
coal dealers. If he was inclined to be 
hasty in his thoughts and words, he con- 
signed the weatheg to the infernal regions, 
& proceedings which unfortunately did not 
cause the mercury to suddenly bubble with 
heat, or old Barios to lessen his intermittent 
blowing and puffing. 

Yesterday was cold—not cold with the 
blighting breezes of a few weeks ago, but 
cold ensdugh to satisfy the man who 
habitually says, and incidentally doesn‘t 
mean a word he is saying, ‘Yes, I’m fond 
of cold weather; give me cold weather 
every time!” 

It was not only cold, but the wind was 
blowing at a rapid rate ajl day long, and 
snow was driving through the air intermit- 
tently .from early morning until late at 


night, 
The lowest temperature during the day 


was 25 degrees and‘the highest 55 degrees. | 
At 12 o’clock last night the mercury was 


fluctuating between 20 and 22 degrees, with 
the chances strongly in favor of 2 being 
ultimately reached. At various times dur- 
ing the day the wind velocity reached as 
high as’ twenty miles an hour, and the 
average was in the neighborhood of seven- 
ten miles an hour. The snow fell, or tried 
to fall, for the wind was blowing so rapiid- 
ly that it had scarcely a change to hit the 
ground, intermittently all day long, but in 
reality the actual precipitation only 
amounted to half an inch, 

The record breaker for. March is 17 
degrees. Yesterday came very near that 
point, and from indications at an early 
hour this morning the breaking of the old 
record was by no means out of the 
question. 

The cold weather of yesterday was caused 
by a storm that formed in the southwest- 
ern part of Texas. This storm moved off 
in a northeasterly direction, and was fol- 
lowed by a high barometer in the north- 
west. The coll and warm air currents 
coming in contact caused the snow of yes- 
terday. Snow was aiso general in Ten- 
nessee. 

The indications for today are continued 
coild, with slightly moderating weather 


tonight.

The Law as PassedsTakes Off In-

As a result of the action of city council 
yesterday afternoon, @ water bond election 
will be held. An ordinance calling an elec- 
tion on the proposed issuance of $200,000 of 
water bonds on April 12th, was unanimous- 
ly passed. It is believed by those interested 
in the matter that the election will be car- 
ried?. The money obtained through the sale 
of the bonds will be used to extend the 


water system of Atlanta. 

After having gone from council fo the 
aldermanic board and back again, and then 
through the hands of a conference commit- 
tee, the sinking fund ordinance was adopted 
yesterday afternoon. The commissioners 
provided for in the ordinance will be elected 


at the next meeting of council. 
Water Bond Election Ordered. 

In pursuance to the action of the board of 
water commissioners declaring in favor of 
another election for the issuance of $200,000 
in city water bonds, the city council passed 
an ordinance yesterday afternoon calling an 
eiection for this purpose April 12th. 

The water board met at the city hall 
yesterday morning, and prepared a petition 
to the council asking that the election be 
called. This petition was presented yester- 
day afternoon, and there was not a single 
vote against it. The ordinance, which had 
been prepared by the city attorney, was 
similar to the one introduced last year 
when the first bond election of this char- 
acter was' called. 

The new issue will bear 4 per cent interest 
per annum, payable semi-annually, to run 
for thirty years, andthe principal payable 
in gold. The mayor ‘is to advertise the elec- 
tion thirty days in advance, and the tax 
collector of the county is to keep his books 
open until within four days of the election 
for allowing. voters to register for this spe- 
cial élection. It will take a two-thirds ma- 
jority to carry the bonds, 

The entire amount to be derived ffom the 
issue, if the election is carried, will be 
devoted to laying water pipe throughout the 
city. The water commissioners have in- 
numerable petitions before them asking 
for city water in all parts of the city, and 
there is not sufficient funds on hand to 
satisfy one-twentieth of these demands. It 
is impossfiie, therefore, to extend the 
yaterworks system without a -bond issue. 
It is believed by the water board that 
when the needs of such an issue are put 
before the people in a proper light there 
will be little trouble in securing the neces- 
gary two-thirds majority. 

“T believe,” said Superintendent Park 
Woodward, of the water department, yes- 
terday, “‘that the election will be carried. 
When the subject was being voted on be- 
fore there were several unfavorable condi- 
tions confronting us, besides an unusually 
large registration. Moreover, I do not be- 
lieve the people were thcroughly informed 
as to the great need of an extension of our 
system. 

‘In the first place, the. improvements 
will not cost the city one cent. The addi-. 
tional revenue to be derived from the addi- 
tional service resulting from the bond issue 
will not only pay the interest on the bonds, 
but will pay the principal also. The result 
will be that we will simply get $200,000 worth 
of improvements for nothing, and will be 
able to supply a lot of people who are suf- 
fering from the want of pure water. 

“The report of the health department 
shows that the greatest sickness exists in 
those localities where there is no city 
water, With fresh water running to numer- 
ous streets where dirty wells are now used, 
there is no doubt that the genera] health in 
these communities will be greatly increased. 
The bonds will be a g00d investment for the 
city, and I hope the election will be car- 
ried.”’ 

Nearly all the city officials share the same 
opinion, and a strong effort will be made 
to carry the bond election by a handsome 
majority. 

After council had passed the election ordi- 
nance the aldermanic board held a special 
session and concurred in it. Thé mayor 
signed the paper before he left the council 
chamber. < 

Sinking Fund on. 

The ordinance establishing a sinking fund 
commission for the city of Atlanta was 
unanimously passed by the city council yes- 
terday afternoon. The aldermanic board 
held a special session shortly afterwards 
and concurred therein. The mayor affixed 
his signature immediately and the ordinance 
is now a law. The commissioners will be 
elected at the next regular meeting of 
council two weeks hence. 

The debate on this topic was the most 
interesting at yesterday’s session of coun- 
cil, .It will be remembered that the orig- 
inal ordinance introduced in council several 
weeks ago required all the bonds handled 
by the commission to be stamped on the 
back, “This bond is the property of the 
city of Atlanta,” and that the commis- 
sioners were restricted to dealing in Atlan- 
ta, Ga., and J/nited States bonds exciu- 
sively.

It did not take long to complete the work.

The 
result was that the committee’s report 
called for the adoption of the original or- 
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dinance, striking only the clause requiring 
the bonds to be stamped with, ‘‘This bond 
is the property of the city of Atlanta,” 
and requiring the bonds to be registered as 
the property of the city, according to ex- 
isting laws. The report was adopted by 
council, the aldermanic hoard passed it in 
this form and the mayor signed it. 

The commission therefore can only pur- 
chase Atlanta, Georgia state and United 
States bonds. The three commissioners will 
be elected for terms of six, eight and ten 
years, respectively. They will be chosen 
from Atlanta’s most able financiers.

DR. A. C. DIXON COMES TODAY 


Celebrated Brooklyn Evangelist Will 
Speak This Afternoon. 


‘THE PROGRAMME IN FULL FOR TODAY 


Nearly Two Hundred Persons Arrived 
Yesterday To Attend Conference. 
- and More Will Come Today. 


The first annual tabernacle Bible con- 
ference began last night at 7:30 o’clock in 
the Tabernacle Baptist church, corner 
Luckie and Harris streets. The meeting 
was conducted by Dr. W. A. Nelson and 
Dr. J. L. White. The former is an evan- 
gelist of some note, being known through- 
out the entire state, and is now supplying 
the First Baptist church of Macon, and 
is one of the best known ministers in the 


state. 

The programme today will be interesting, 
and if the weather moderates, large 
crows are expected to attend. One of the 
features of the conference today will be the 
arfival of Dr. A. C. Dixon, of Brooklyn, 
N. Y., who will make his first address at 
$:45 o’clock this afternoon. Dr. Dixon is 


the brother of Dr. Tom Dixon, of Virginia, 
who occupied 1 New York pulpit recently. 

Dr. A. C. Dixon is one of the great evan- 
gelists of the world. It was he who con- 
ducted jointly with Evangelist Moody, the 
recent revival services in New York city, 
when the people of that metropolis were 
caught in a whirl of eloquence, resulting 
in one of the most marvelously successful 
series of services ever known. Dr. Dixon 
is expected to arrive in the city this morn- 
ing, in which event he will assist in the 
services this morning. 

The conference this morning wil] open at 
9-40 o’clock with a prayer and song service. 
At 10 o’clock Dr. Nelson will begin his 
course of lectures on ‘“‘The Second Coming 
of Christ,” delivering one lecture each 
morning until the close of the conference. 
At 10:45 o'clock Dr. White will deliver an 
address on ‘“‘The Baptism of the Holy 
Ghost.”

Despite the cold and wind of last night, 
with occasional flurries of snow, about 700 
persons attended the opening service of 
the tabernacle conference. The meeting 
Was opened with Bible reading and prayer 
by Dr. Nelson, after which he delivered 
an address upon ‘The Difference Between 
Salvation and the Enduement of the Holy 
Spirit.” 

Dr. Nelson was followed by Dr. White, 
who spoke on ‘The Inflilling of the Holy 
Spirit.” Both ministers spoke on_ prac- 
tically the same lines. They argued to 
show that it is impossible for church work- 
ers to accomplish anything without first 
invoking the aid ‘of the holy spirit. They 
interspersed their remarks with effective 
anecdotes, and delivered their respective 
addrsses with marked results.

Commissioner 0. B. Stevens Advises 
Active Steps at Ones. 


MORE GRAIN MUST BE SOWN 


The Spring Sowing of Oats Ruined 
Over the State Generally. 


FARMERS ARE BEHIND IN THEIR WORK 


Commissioner Stevens Urges the Rais- 
ing of Ample Supplies on the Farm 
and Not Be Dependent. 


The March letter of Commissioner of 
Agriculture O. P. Stevens to the farmers 
of Georgia, which has just been sent out 
over the state, will be read with a great 
deal of interest and much profit by the 
farming element of the state. 

Considering the condition in which the 
cold weather of the past month has left 
farming interests in general, it will be 
found instructive to note the remedy which 
Commissioner Stevens suggests for placing 
the farmers on their feet again. Probably 
the greatest damage to farming interests 
in the state which was brought about by 
the recent blizzard was the almost total 
destruction of the wheat and oat crop, 
leaving the farmers without sufficient for- 
age on which to feed their stock. 

Commissioner Stevens, in the letter’ which 
in part follows, gives his ideas of what 
the farmers should do to make up for the 
destruction wrought by the cold wave: 

“Since my last letter we have had most 
unfavorable weather for farm work, Hence 
but little has been accomplished upon the 
farms during the month of February. 

“The passing of the old year has carried 
with it a sad experience for many of us, 
in our farming operations and business 
transactions generally. The new year was 
ushered in with the usual good resolutions 
by our farmers; in fact, the majority of us 
are trying to do better in the future by 
correcting the mistakes of the past. It is 
to be hoped that the present year will mark 
the beginning of what may be regarded as 
a new era; that the smoldering embers of 
foreign war and internal dissensions will be 
amicably adjusted, and our nation will set- 
tle down to business once more, with a fu- 
ture so bright that the average mind will 
but partially comprehen@ the magnitude of 
its results and possibilities. 

New Problem To Face. 

“The new. year is remarkable in more 
than one respect. It brings us not only 
face to face with new and strange politi- 
cal questions, but the long hoped for pros- 
perity promised us by the present federal 
ailniinistration upon the settlement of these 
questions. During the past five years we 
have traveled wearily through a most try- 
ing period of depression. Met on all sides 
by discouraging conditions, we have had 
many hardships: and setbacks, but much of 
it has been our own fault. We have the 
remedy in our hands for many of our trou- 
bles. Will we apply it, and apply it now? 
As I see it, the remedy lies, first, in the 
farmer raising his own supplies at home, 
ample and sufficient; then raise as much 
cotton as you can. When your barns are 
full, your mules will do a good day’s work, 
your cows give milk, and your butter is 
sweet, rich and of a golden hue, your 
hens lay every day, and your hogs are 
healthy ‘and prolific. But when your barns 
are empty, your mules have the lampas 
or blind staggers, your cows have hollow- 
horn, the feathers on your hens are turned 
the wrong way, and your hogs get lousy 
and have the mange. 

More Grain Must Be Sown. 

‘In the face of a short corn and forage 
crop the farmers generally, throughout the 
state, had determined to sow mor-. largely 
of grain, but the weather conditions have 
been very unfavorable for both fall and 
spring seeding; hence the acreage both for 
wheat and oats falls far short of what we 
at one time expected. The spring sowing 
of oats falls far short of what we at one 
time expected. The spring sowing of oats 
has been seriously damaged, and in many 
sections entirely killed. Of course, this is 
a heavy blow to the agricultural interests 
of Georgia; but we must meet these eondi- 
tions as best we can by substituting such 
forage crops as are best suited to our soil. 
I would suggest the*planting of an acre of 
sorghum, an acre of rye, an acre of millet, 
an acre of oats, an acre of early speckle 
peas for a forage crop. Use the best land 
at your command, with special care in the 
préparation of the soil, the manure liberal- 
ly. You can increase or decrease the size 
of your lots as your needs may suggest. 
These crops can be cut in the green state, 
as you may need the forage, and allowed 
to dry a day or so before feeding. 


Must Work in Haste.

MEMBERS MUST SIGN CONSTITUTION 


» 


Evangelical Ministers’ Association 
Held Warm Meeting Yesterday 
Morning During Which Many 
Sensatidnal Points Were 

Raised. 


A sensational meeting was thar held by 
the ©vangelical Ministers’ Association at 
the Young Men’s Christian Association yes- 


terday morning. The session lasted three . 


‘hours, and resolutions and amendments 
without number were introduced. 

The first matter taken under consider- 
ation was.the report of the committee ap- 
pointed to harmonize the name and consti- 
tution of the association. It was decided 
to continue the name Evangelical Minis- 
ters’ Association, and rearrange the con- 
stitution in such a manner that it would 
conform to the name of the organization. 

The report and constitution prepared by 
the committee was adopted by an almost 
unanimous vote of members present. It 
Was understood that the new constitution 
as adopted would exclude all members who 
were not ministers of purely evangelical 
churches, and Dr. William H. McGlaugh- 
lin, pastor of the Universalist church, rose 
to ask if, under the articles of the new con- 
stitution, he was still a member of the as- 
sociation. 

The resolution in question is as follows? 

Resolved, That from this time forward 
the membership of thie association shall 
consist of ministers residing in Atlanta 
and vicinity, who are in good standing 
in the various so-called evangelical 
churches; that is, those who accept as 
the basis of oa em A the views form- 
wlated by the 800 delegates from fifty 
sections of the protestant church who 

met in London in 1840. 

Dr. W. ®B. Stradley, pastor of Trinity 
church, chairman of the committee that 
prepared the resolution, said the object of 
the resolution was to harmonize the name 
of the asosciation. _ 

“There can be no personal feelings in the 
matter,” said he, “it is merely a question 
of principa'. If we are evangelical minis- 
ters, and we permit others_who fare not, to 
become members, we ind doctrines 
@lien to our beliefs and commend those 
doctrines to the public. One of our princi- 
pal objects is to condemn anything that 
strikes at the faith of our fathers.’’ 

After the reading of the resolution Dr. 
McGlaughlin asked if the resolution re- 
ferred to the ministers as representatives 
of the vraious churches or as individuals. 
Dr. Daves said that when the resolution 
had been framed that the idea meant to be 
conveyed was that members should be min- 
isters of evangelical churches, and that the 
resolution therefore fixed the membership 
of the association. 

3 G., Broughton said that he be- 
lieved that the matter should be a personal 
one, inasmuch as the minister desiring to 
become a member of the association could 
not speak for his whole congregation. 

“We are not dealing with individuals,”’ 
said Dr. ‘Daves, “and we do not sit on per- 
sonal opinions.” 

“But personal opinions, and none other,” 
replied Dr. Broughton, ‘‘are the ones that 
we are to consider.’’ 

Dr. Nave, chaplain of Fort McPherson, 
said that he rose to a point of !nquiry, and 
desired to know that in adopting the con- 
stitution, if they were not reorganizing, 
and that they were, none of them, mem- 
bers of the arganization until] they had 
joi again. 

“I, for one,” said he, “‘do not desire to go 
on record as having turned myself out of 
the association, and if we have turned our- 
selves out, who shall be the one to say who 
shall be brought back?’ 

Several] resolutions and amendments to 
the original resolution were then offered by 
various members, and repeated calls were 
made for the previous question. 

“I have a substitute for the whole mat- 
ter,”” said Dr. Broughton, rising and mak- 
ing as if to read a resolution which he 
h written. 

ut,”” interrupted Dr. Marshall, ‘we 
have already reached the limit of parlia- 
mentary practice.”’ 

In this he was sustained by the chair, 
and Dr. McGlauflin again rose and ad- 
dressed the president, who put the ques- 
tion to the association, if it was the pleas- 
ure of the body to hear from Dr. Mc- 
Glauflin.

of the body was a very liberal one, cm- 
bracing the ministers of all denominations 
in Atlanta and vicinity. 

“Now, for some reason, a new constitu- 
tion is adopted which would force me out 
of the organization, and just as a matter 
of law, I seriously question the right of the 
association to drop me out. The resolution 
which was adopted today was the creed as 
adopted in 1846, and as a matter of fact, 
ideas have changed some since then and a 
more liberal view is taken of religious 
subjects. 

“The Universalist church affirms the unt- 
versal fatherhood of God, the spiritual au- 
thority of just retribution for sin, the 
trustworthiness of. the Bible as containing 
a revelation from God and the final, har- 
mony of all souls with God. There are 
some who think the Universalist church an 
evangelical church and others who do not. 
In taking the religious census of this coun- 
try in 1890, Dr. H. K. Carroll, of The New 
York Independent, an authority 6n reli- 
gious mattersfand a deep thinker, classi- 
fied the Universalist church among the 
evangelical churches. 

“Personally I have nothing to say against 
any of the ministers of the association, and 
I believe that they have nothing against 
me as @ man, but what has been called a 
matter of principle places me in a peculiar 
Position in regard to the association. Now 
a members will be required to sign tha 

ew constitution, and I am quite sure that 
there will be some who have been mem- 
bers of the organization who will not sign

BY A TROLLEY CAR 


Was Run Into Yesterday Morning and His 
Injaries May Prove Fatal. 
RECEIVED INTERNAL INJURIES 


Car Knocked Him Down and 
Dragged Him Forty Feet. 


WHAT THE MOTORMAN. SAYS ABOUT IT 


Claims Car Was Not Running More 
Than Six Miles an Hour—Walker’s 


Condition Is Very Serious. 


W. T. Walker, a well-known millwright, 
was run over by a trolley car at the corner 
of Peachtrees and Cain streets yesterday 
morning, and the injuries he received may 
result in his death. 

The wounded man was picked up in an 
unconscious condition, after the front end of 
the car was raised to free him from the 
wheel gear, and was taken into the resi- 
dence of John H. James, directly opposite 
the scene of the accident. There was some 
delay in getting the ambulance and he was 
removed to Dr. Holmes's Sanitarium cn a 


litter. : 
An examination of his injuries showe 
that his face and portions of his body 


were mangled and he had lost much blood. 
From the nature of the accident and the 
condition of the patient the physicians at 
the sanitarium believed internal injuries 
had been sustained, the ‘seriousness of 
which can only be known later. 

Mr. Walker regained consciousness soon 
after the accident and recognized his wife 
and his brother, Sam Walker, Last night 
he was at times-conscious and at other 
times he relapsed into insensibility. 

The car that ran over Mr. Walker be- 
longed to the Consolidated and was in 
charge of Motorman I. V. Eidson. It was 
going out from the city and was near the 
corner of Cain when Eidson saw Mr. Walk- 
er, whom he says crossed and recrossed the 
track. When it was seen that a collision 
was about to occur the motorman reversed 
his car and put on the brake, but even then 
Mr. Walker was dragged some forty or fifty 
feet after he was struck. He fell forward 
on his face and the fender of the car pushed 
him head foremost until his body was 
caught upon the gear of the front wheels. 
His body became wedged under the front 
portion of the car and before he could be 


removed the car had to be raised two or 


three times. 
Motorman Eidson, when questioned about 


the accident, said: 

“My car is No. 25, and I was running on 
schedule time, and not moving faster than 
six miles an hour. I saw a man cross the 
track at Cain street long before I reached 
the place. He looked at the car and stepped 
upon the 6ther track, as if he was waiting 
to get aboard. When Ff was almost upon 
him he made a quick turn and started 
across the track my car was on and,I turn- 
ed of tlie ‘ful| cut'rent and reversed the car. 
It was too late and I tan into him. I never 
hated a thing more in my life. I camnot 
understand why Mr.,Walker started to re- 
cross the track when’ he must have known 
the car was so near him, It may have been 
that he intended to board my car, and see- 
ing that he was on the wrong side of the 
track, attempted to get on the right side, 
when it was too late.” 

The conductor of the car, J. E. Earnest, 
knew nothing of the accident until the 
car was checked up by the motorman. 

Bicycle Officer McCurdy arrested -Motor- 
man Eidson on a charge of reckless run- 
ning a trolley car in the city Hmits. The 
case was called in the police court yester- 
day afternoon and postponed until Thurs- 
day afternoon. 

The report from the sanitarium late last 
night was that the patient’s condition was 
unchanged and it could not be definitely 
known until this morning exactly how se- 
rious were his ijnuries. 

Mr. Walker’s home is at No. 72 Washing- 
ton street, He has a wife and three chil- 
dren. His age is forty-nine years and he 
has lived in Atlanta severa] years.

New York, March 6.—Manchester was the 
active buyer in Liverpool today, replacing 
the contracts which they sold on the pre- 
vious advance, as the movement does not 
increase rapidly enough to suit their ideas 
of what the crop should be. Again, the sug- 
gestion that ‘Mr. Neill would reduce his crop 
estimate leads them to consider where also 
they can obtain such desirable cotton as in 
Liverpool. As it cannot be found here, 
there remains no other market from which 
they can draw except Liverpool, and we 
expect they will continue to buy their dally 
consumption, reserving their surplus stock 
contengencies.

Liverpool has shown rather a 
favorable attitude and receipts have been 
small: The ‘bulls are somewhat disap- 
pointed at the failure of the market tu ad- 
vance further, and the general expectation 
of the local traders is that the duliness will 
culminate in a good reaction. The conhtrac- 
tion in speculative trading expected, every 
development of the week has been of such 
a character as to encourage those who 
are friendly to the market. Reports from 
the cotton goods trade have been excellent; 
the movement, notwithstanding fine weath 


ern spot markets have heen firm and even 
the statistical position, so long the trump 
card of the bears, is in such shape that 
the bulls are arguing from it in favor of 
their side. I am not of those who believe 
in following statistics more than other 
features, but it may be well to note, in 
considering the possibilities, that the 
world’s visible’ today is 151,000 bales less 
than at the same time in 189, which year 
witnessed the-greatest bull market in cot- 
ton for a decade. The consumption is, of 
course, vastly more than it was then. The 
bears are left, therefore, to rely upon the 
real or fancied magnitude of the invisible 
supply. Deprived of their argument that 
the small receipts. were due to weather 
conditions, they now attribute them to 
holding back in order to obtain the benefit 
of a reduction in Texas freights, which 
goes into effect shortly. There has been 
much talk of manipulation in &he summer 
months, but I hardly think that the ab- 
sorption of the bulk of the local stock by 
one interest points to that end. Southern 
advices now indicate a small reduction 
in acreage and less fertilizers by about 
one-third. Owing to the renewed dullness. 
a condition that always tires holders, I 
would not be surprised to see some liquli- 
dation and perhaps a small decline, but in 
the long run J think the price of cotton 
will be much higher.

Much Was Made of Firmness of Money. 
Best Authorities State Flurry Is 
Only “Flash in the Pan.” 


New York, March 6.—Prices dropped 
steadily today on small restricted deal- 
ings, each rally affording the bears an- 
other level from which to attack prices. 
With some exceptions leading shares open- 
ed below @aturday’s close. London sold 
some 12, shares on balance and arbi- 
trage houses made purchases in London be- 
fore our Opening and sold here. Specula- 
tion was purely professional, and much 
was made of the firmness of money, which 
at one time touched 3% for call loans, at 
which price it closed. The “best authori- 
ties’ were quoted as terming the money 
flurry as only a “flash in the pan.”’ The 
improvement in demand for money in the 
dry goods and other lines of trade, together 
with the preparations to finance the Cen- 
tral Pacific settlement with the govern- 
ment, the Chicago and Alton deal and some 
industrial combinations were responsible 
for the improved tone. It was argued 
that a sustained advance from current rates 
would be followed by gold imports, but 
it was pointed out that many interior banks 
have supplies of money above their previ- 
ous records. Of the gold on the way from 
the Pacific coast, which failed to arrive in 
time to figure in the bank statement, a 
round amount arrived today. The anthra- 
cite coal shares, which were strong in the 
early dealings, eased off sympathetically 
With the general market except for Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western, which, 
in the final dealings, ran up over 8 points 
to 162%, 

Chicago, Indianapolis and Louisville pre- 
ferred was exceptionally strong, going up 
over 5 points on rumors that the coming 
dividend might be larger than has been ex- 
pected. General Electric also was strong 
in the early part of the day, going up 3% to 
lw, a part of which was subsequently lost. 
It was said that the company had secured 
some new contracts, and that the earnings 
were improving.

May opened %@%c lower at 
72%@i2%ec and under free liquidation and 
Selling for the short account declined to 
714@7l%c during the first couple of hours’ 
trading. omestic receipts for the dap 
were considerably heavier than they were 
a week ago, and very much in excess of 
the corresponding day of iast year. The 
quantity on ocean passage showed an in- 
crease of 4,,804,000 bushels. The shipments 
from all sources to Europe last week were 
9,715,000 bushels, which was very much in 
excess of Europe's estimated requirements 
for the week. Chicago receipts were 108 
cars, of which 22 graded contract. Minne- 
apolis and Duluth got 884 cars compared 
with 560 for the same day last year, and 
the aggregate received at the chief western 
markets was 962,000 bushels, against 623,000 
a year ago. Atlantic ports clearances for 
the day were equal in wheat und flour to 
537,000 bushels, exclusive of returns from 
Galveston. Damage to the wheat in Ar- 
gentina by incessant rains was reported, 
understood to be wheat unmarketed and 
still exposed in the fields, because of there 
being no-.barns in that country. For an 
hour or more after that had been generally 
known ihere the market was not influenced 
but when, forty minutes from the close a 
recovery in price commenced, it was 
ascribed to the reported damage to Argen- 
tina wheat. After that early sellers began 
to cover, and the highest price of the day 
was reached, May rising to 72%@72%c. The 
strength did not last long, however, as 
liquidation on a nedvy scale set in at the 
improvement, and ay wound up worth 
72%c. 

The news and statistics were generaNy 
bearish in corn, and the market rule? 
heavy with a decided undercurrent of 
weakness. Much long property was dis- 
posed of early. Near the end of the session 
a reaction that had set in was squelched by 
further realizing sales. Final trades were 
at about bottom prices. Receipts 485 cars. 
May opened %c lower at 364%4@36%4c, sold 
sparingly at 3644c, declined to 35%c and 
closed at 355%@35%c 

Oats were weak in sympathy with other 
markets, but they did not decline quite as 
far as its neighbor. The cash inquiry from 
the east continued good. Receipts were 
large at 289 cars. May began unchanged at 
2772@28c and declined to 27%¥c. 

Scattered liquidation by outsiders on ac- 
count of the weakness in grain oppressed 
provisions. The fact that the product is 
so much under a parity with hogs, how- 
ever, made the decline slow. May pork 
opened 2%c higher at $9.35, declined to $922% 
and closed at $9.25 buyers. The range in 
lard and ribs was smal.

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In Atlanta society, as well as that else- 
whére,one hears continually these days that 
in society the number of men is not ade- 
@date to make successful either the iarger 
or smaller social functions, since 2t the 
average entertainments, especially those 
@tven at private houses, the women guests 
are greatly in the majority. 

Yet the matrimonial statistics of many 
of the states show a greater number of 
unmafried men than unmarried women. 
The jack of opportunity to meet each other 
seems one solution to the present state of 
affairs, and the fault seems to be with 
men and their rapidly increasing indiffer- 
ence to that element of social life which 
receives its greatest charm and interest 
from the number of young women com- 
prising it. 

Were it economy upon which this appa- 
rent indifference is based one could but 
commend American thrift among the 
younger unmarried men, but those in a 
Dosition to know declare that the stag 
entertainments, becoming more numerous 
@mong men each day, are far more expen- 
sive in the long run than: would be their 
attendance at the social events where they 
@re gO frequently missing, so one is apt to 
doubt that economy may be given as the 
g00d reason for the scarcity of men in what 
‘is called society. 

During the present season in Florida when 
at Tampa Bay and Palm Beach, the mag- 
nificent hotels afford a luxurious lounging 
Place for the leisure class of the country, 
cne is brought into humorous contempla- 
tion of the soia] situation there, where 
one old gray-haire@ man will enter the 
palatial dining hall three times a day, ac- 
companied by four or five women ranging 
in age from the mamma (‘self-evident 
with her tendency to corpulency, and her 
stiff silk lined gown), td daughters includ- 
ing the one “of several seasons ago who 
sets next to papa, and frowns at her sister 
of “last winter,” and entirely loses patience 
with her sister of “this season,” and the 
“coming sister debutante.” 

Papa adjusts his spectacles, orders the 
dinner.in a methodical] manner, occasional- 
ly glancing over his Spectacles at ‘this 
season,’ and the “coming debutante’ who 
persist in having a soup different to that 
ordered by th rest of the family. 

Finalty the eyes of the daughters bright- 
en a trifle, as they see at the table next 
them a party of five or six young men 
appear, each wearing his evening suft and 
button-hole bouquet. One of the party 
will recognize the gray haired gentle pos- 
sibly go over to speak to him, meet the 
daughters, and the natural supposition 
would be that after dinner these two par- 
ties would “‘mingle’’ either in the ballroom 
or under the seductive influences of moon- 
light, which, Shining through the palm 
trees, is very inviting to companionship 
of the opposite sexes. 

But in an hour or two, when a well-train- 
ed orchestra draws to the ballroom the 
guests of the hotel, not one gray-haired 
papa and ambitious mamma appear ac- 
companied by marriageable daughters, but 
many of them, and the toilets of the dauth- 
ters indicate that “they are ready to 
dance.”” As one air after another breaks 
upon them, their daintily slippered feet are 
seen to keep time upon the floor, their eyes 
wander to the door, and the question that 
might be read ih every face, even papa’s 
and mamma's, is: ‘Where are the men?” 

“And where are the men?” 

They have finished their dinner, lighted 
their cigars, strolled out under the palms 
end are enjoying the dance music from a 
distance. Occasionally they will seat them- 
selves near enough to look in the windows 
at the coterie of young women arrayed tor 
the dance. 

Probably before the evening is over one 
may decide that he would .ike to take a 
step or two in the ballroom. He induces

music’’ and-the daughters, and asks ono 
or two of the latter to dance. The evening 
is nearly over at this time, papa is tired 
and sleepy, and so is ramma. They can’t 
€o upstairs and leave daughters behind, 
_and the fact is made known throughout the 
family assembled. The ‘‘present sdison’’ and 
the “coming debunt:nte’’ have no'more tact 
than to show their displeasure at “going 
to bed ” and declare pettishly as they await 
the elevator ‘‘that just as they were be- 
inning to have a good time it was all 
roken wp.” 

During the day there is the same lack of 
sociability evident, and one rather than 
envy the leisure class whe can afford. the 
luxuries of “tropical hotels,’’ pities them 
almost in what appears their quiet and 
lohesome existence. “These stag parties 
must be broken up, some way or another,”

BRFORE GRAND JURY 


Hearing of Testimony Was Not Completed 
and No Indictments Found. 


NO ELECTION OF JUSTICE 


Action on a Successor to Judge Foute 
Is Postponed a Day. 


MUCH INTEREST IS SHOWN IN. THE RACE 


Twenty-Three True Bills Were Re- 
’ turned for Many Minor Offenses. 
Busy Session Today. 


e 

The session of the grand jury held yes- 
terday was uneventful. Pendley was car- 
ried before the jury for a short time, but 
no indictments were returned either for 
Pendliey or Bankston. The election of a 
justice of the peace to succeed Judge Fonte 
was postponed, but action will be taken 
today. 

Ths grand jury met at 9 o’clock and 
after Judge Lumpkin called the superior 
court to order the jury filed into the court- 
room and-was charged by the court. Judge 
Lumpkin delivered the usual charge with 
the exception of that portion regarding 
the election of a justice of the peace. 

Judge Lumpkin said that the greatest 
care should be exercised in the choice of 
a justice of the peace by the jury, and 
that only capable men should be given 
these offices and allowed to exercise the 
right pertaining to them. He said that thé 
magistrate probably came closer with the 
people in the adjustment of the latter’s 
rights than any: other judge. He said it 
was often the case that a plaintiff or de- 
fendant would go into a justice court to 
handle their own cases and the greatest 
discrimination was necessary in the proper 
administration of the rights of the par- 
ties. 

He said that in the 429th district cof this 
county one justice had resigned and had 
appointed another to fill trat viacancy, 
which could not be done, but cautioned the 
jury and told the members of it that they 
had no right to unseat the present jus- 
tice. 

Judge Lumpkin gave to the foreman 
of the jury, J. E. Maddox, a copy of the 


law under which all offenses were to be 


investigated. The jury then withirew to 
its room and began to take up the busi- 
ness that was before it. 

Pendley Before thd Jury. 

The most important case taken up dur- 
ing the day was that of the state against 
John Pendley and George Bankston. No in- 
dictments were returned in the case, but 
some testimony was heard. 

Chief of Police Manly was before the 
jury and told what he knew of the case. 
He said that the police and detective de- 
partments had been investigating the case 
for some time and believed they 
enough evidence ta convict the prisoners. 

John Penidley, who confessed to the crime 
and implicated George Bankston, was ta- 
ken before the jurymen. He rema'‘ned in 
the room but a short time and only told 
& part of what he knew cf tite case. He 
will be taken. before the jury again this 
morning and ‘deliver the rest of his story, 
giving minute details. George Bankston 
was not taken from the jail. He will prob- 
ably testify teday. There were a large 
number of other witnesses who know some- 
thing of the murder since the confession of 
Pendley present and were ready t« be 
heard, but the hour of adjournment was 
reached when but two of the witnesses had 
been ‘heard. 

Twenty-three true bills were returned 
by the grand jury for small offenses. These 
were taken up in rapid succession and in 
the greater number of cases very [Iittle 
evidence was needed for the jurors to find 
an indictment 

It was announced that the election of 
a justice of the peace for the 1026th district 
would take place today. There aré a 
large number of candidates seeking the 
place and they were present in the court- 
room and waited for a considerable length 
of time before the dvor of the grand jury 
room after the jurymen retired there yes- 
terday morning. 

The jury will hold sessions nearly every 
day this week.

CORPORATION HELD 
-ONGRIMINAL CHARGE 


Well Known Case Agairst Southern Ex- 
press Company Before Supreme Court. 


ARGUMENT HEARD YESTERDAY 


Company Convicted of Misdemeanor in 
Bartow County Court.

FIRST CASE OF THE KIND IN STATE 


Before the Supreme Court Yesterday 
Argument Was Presented To Re- 
verse the Decision. 


Argument was heard in the supreme 
court yesterday morning at the beginning 
of the spring term on the interesting and 
altogether unusual] case in which the Soutf- 
ern Express Company, a corporation, ap- 
pears before the court as plaintiff in error, 
convicted in the lower court of a misde- 
meanor. 

The Lriefs in the case, which is the first 
probably in Georgia where a corporation 


-has been convicted of a crime, were filed 


with the clerk of the supreme court some 
weeks ago and the case was set among 
the first on the criminal dotket, which was 
taken up yesterday morning by the court. 

The Southern Express Company was in- 
dicted by the authorities of Bartow county 
for bringing into the town of Cartersville 
Whisky which was delivered by the agent 
of the company to parties in the town. The 
company claimed the right to deliver pack- 
ages of whatever nature in its capacity 
4s common carrier and maintained that in 
acting as the agent of the buyer it was 
not guilty of unlawful selling. 

Did Not Sell the. Whisky. 

The company held that it could not be 
found guilty unless it was shown that it 
had sold the whisky to the parties in Car- 
tersville. That the sale of the goods had 
already been completed when the company 
took hold of them and that in delivering 
the packages it was acting as the agent 
of the purchaser only.

Briefs Presented in the Case. 


The following is the brief of the plaintiff 
in error, the express company, in the 
case; 


“ithe defendant was indicted and convict- 
ed for a Violation of a lecal act, approved 
December 2, ‘iss4, waich makes is uniawtui 
tor any person or persons to sell, either 
directiy or indirectiy, or furnish at any 
piace of business, or jn a publig place, by 
any device whatsoever any intoxicating li- 
quors, etc. The case Wag submitted upon 
an agreed statement of tacts, which were 
in suostance as folbwk: 

First. That the Wain tite in error was a 
common carrier engaged in the business 
as such (o and from various points in Geor- 
gia and elsewhere; that as such common 
carrier it received at Atianta and other 
Points in the state of Georgia, where the 
sale of liquor is licensed by law, various 
shipments consigned to parties.resident at 
Cartersville, in tne county of Bartow. 

“Second. That all such ghipments so re- 
ceived were straight shipments; that is, 
were unaccompanied by C. O, D. directions 
or any other special instructions as a con- 
dition precedent to delivery to the con- 
signees; that on some of these shipments 
transportation charges were collected frem 
consignee, but in no case was aC. O. DP. 
collection made, or the collection of any 
draft made, for the price of the shipment 
transported. ‘ 

“Third. It was admitted that these de- 
liveries made ‘at the office of the company 
at its place of business, located in the rail- 
road depot at Cartersville, in said county 
of Bartow. 

“Under this agreed statement of facts, 
the judge instructed a verdict against the 
company. A motion for a new trial was 
made on the grounds, first, that the ver- 
dict was contrary to law: second, was con- 
trary to the evidencsa and without evidence 
to support it; third, that the court erred 
in charging the jury that if they believed 
the facts as agreed ypon the defendant was 
guilty of furnishing liquor within the in- 
hibition of said lotal act and that they 
should so find. Upon the hearing of which 
motion the same was overruled and ca | 
on each and every ground, which refus 
was, and is, assigned as error. It being ad- 
mitted that the plaintiff in error was a 
common carrier, and that the shipments in 

uestion were delivered to it at Atlanta, 

ome or elsewhere where the sale is li- 
censed, and that it handled such shipments 
as &@ common carrier between points of 
shipment and destination, it is submitted 
that no offense was committed in Bartow 
county. The whole transaction, whether of 
sale or furnish, was completed at the point 
of shipment and whatever sale or furnish- 
ing was done was done at that point and 
not at destination. 

The carrier in contemplation of law is a 
bailee of the person to whom, not Ly whom, 
the goods are sent, the latter in employing 
the carrier is considered the agent of the 
former for that purpose. 1 Benjamin_on 
Eales, paragraph 23: Hutchison on Car- 
riers, paragraph 720.

The Answer of the State. 

The following is the brief presented by 
Solicitor Maddox, the counsel for the de- 
fendant in error: : . 

“The facts in this case as agreed upon 
sustain the allegations in the bill of in- 
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places other than its office and other public 
places within the county. The question 
made by the record necessarily turns upon 
the construction the court may place upon 
the word ‘furnish.’ It was contended by 
counsel for plaintiff in error in the court 
below, that the express company simply de- 
livered the packages of liquor to the various 
parties to whom consigned, and therefore 
delivered to these parties their own prop- 
erty, which it had a legal right to do, and 
that this could not be held to be a violation 
of the law in any sense. 

“In Burnett against the State, 92 Ga,, p. 
474. This court heid that where one re- 
ceives money from a minor with which to 
procure and pay for liquor, and at the 
minor’s request purchase and deliver it to 
him, that this in lgw would be furnishing 
intoxicating liquors to the minor. In this 
sense Burnett delivered to this minor the 
minor’s own liquor. If this was a viola- 
tion of the law, I respectfully ask if it is 
not a violation of the law for the express 
company to deliver to other people their own 
liquor in its place of business, it being con- 
ceded that its place of business is a public 
place. Under the principle decided in Bur- 
nett’s case, if the agent of the Southern 
Express Company should receive a package 
of liquor at Cartersville, in Bartow county, 
consigned to a minor, would it not be a 
violation of the law to deliver it to the 
minor? ‘Clearly it would. To hold the con-
